SITE FOR THE NEW CUSTOM HOUSE. 


New-Yorkers to Speak For 


Against the Present Location, 


WaAsHING?TON, March 30.—The House Com- 
mittee on Public Buildings and Grounds 
will give another hearing to-morrow on 
the bill recently introduced by Representa- 
tive Quigg of New-York providing for the 
construction of a Custom House in New- 


York on the sité of the present customs 
building. 

Collector Kilbreth of New-York came to 
Washington to-night prepared to put in a 
g00d word for the bill. Henry D. McCord, 
President of the New-York Produce Ex- 
change; A. E. Blackner, Secretary of the 
Exchange; Francis P. Fernald, Jr., S. S. 
Marple, F. H. Andrews, Perry P. Williams 
of New-York, John A. Sullivan and John 
McMahon of Brooklyn also are here to 
attend the hearing. They will oppose the 
bill and argue in behaif of the Bowling 
Green site for a Custom House. This site 
has long been favored by leading members 
of the Produce Exchange. 

Collector Kilbreth and others who know 
how inadequate tne present Custom House 
is to the needs of the service take the 
ground that it would be impossible, in view 
of the present condition of the National 
Treasury, to secure a sufficient appropria- 
tion for acquiring the proposed site in 
Bowling Green and erecting thereon a 
structure such as is required. 

The Quigg bill authorizes the demolition 
of the present Custom House, the erection 
of a new one on the site, and the leasing 
of suitable premises for the temporary re- 
quirements of the customs business of the 
port while the work of construction is 
going on. 

There remains in the Treasury an un- 
expended balance of about $1,500,000, which 
was duly appropriated for the purpose of 
building a new Custom House in New- 
York. The bill provides for the use of this 
money, appoints a commussion to take 
charge of the whole business of building 
a Custom House, and directs it to proceed 
without delay. The enormous saving in 


+ the cost of a site is regarded as a powerful 


argument in favor of the bill. Collector 
Kilbreth said to-night that he believed the 
Quigg bill would pass despite the opposi- 
tion to it. 


ATTACK ON SENATOR WELLINGTON. 





His Election Said to Have Been Se- 


cured by Corrupt Means. 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., March 80.—A mild sen- 
sation was created in the House of Dele- 
gates to-day through an effort to intro- 
duce a series of resolutions looking to an 
investigation of United States Senator-elect 
Wellington’s election. 

Capt. Bye (Rep., Baltimore City,) offered 
the resolutions, but Speaker Mudd declared 
him out of order, the time for the intro- 
duction of such documents having passed. 
Capt. Bye asserted that he had endeav- 
ored to introduce the resolutions at the 
proper time, but he had not been given 
the opportunity to do so. Capt. Bye did 
not ask for unanimous consent to present 
his document, but as it was’the last day 
of the present legislative session, he gave 
them to the press. 

The resolutions recite that ‘ charges 
have been made in the columns of sundry 
newspapers that the election of George L. 
Wellington to the United States Senate by 
the Legislature of Maryland was only ac- 
complished by the most shameful promises 
and corrupt bargaining away of the State 
offices by the Governor at the dictation of 
Wellington, Judge David Sloan, and others, 
and that the Speaker and officers and mem- 
bers of the Legislature were influenced in 
their votes for Wellington by promises of 
office and bribery.” 

In order to give the accused an oppor- 
tunity. to refute the charges an investiga- 
tion was asked for by a joint commission 
of Senate and House members. Speaker 
Mudd’s ruling summarily disposed of the 
unpleasant subject. 





MR. KUNTZ ATTACKED IN HIS YARD. 


His Wife Tried to Shoot Friends Who 
Went to His Rescue. 


STAPLETON, S. I., March 30.--Oscar i<untz, 
a retired New-York merchant, who resides 
on Vanderbilt Avenue, reported to the po- 
lice this morning that he had been terribly 
beaten by some unknown person in his 
own yard about 9:30 last night. The story 
as told, is that Mr. Kuntz went into the 
yard and fifteen minutes later, his wife, 
becoming alarmed at his failure to return, 
followed, and found him insensible on the 
ground. 

No assailant was seen, and Mrs, Kuntz 
ran into the house calling for help and 


shouting murder. She secured two revolvers 
and ran out to her husband’s aid. This 
time two men were bending over Mr. 
Kuntz. She attempted to shoot them: One 
man ran away, and the other fled after 
having wrenched one of the revolvers from 
Mrs. untz. 

Mr. Kuntz revived and was assisted to 
the house, when it was found that his in- 
juries consisted of bruises on the head and 
on one shoulder. 

John Howland, who resides in the neigh- 
borhood, this morning returned the lost re- 
volver, and explained that while on his 
way home with — Kemp they were 
attracted by Mrs. untz’s cries for help 
and responded only to be attacked with the 
weapons by the excited woman. No trace 
of the person who assaulted Mr. Kuntz 
has been found by the police. 





ONLY LIGHT CALL FOR EXCHANGE. 


Bankers Do Not Apprehend Immediate 
Demand for Export Gold. 


Rates for sterling exchange hardened 
slightly yesterday, but the removal, by 
the Bank of England, of the advance made 
last week in the price of gold, eased ap- 
prehension of immediate demand for Treas- 
ury gold. 

Since the premium placed on bars by the 
Treasury Department to meet England’s 
advance in price still stands, the export 
rate is really higher than it was on Sat- 
urday. Only light demand appeared for 
exchange. Bankers who had .feared gold 
engagements to-day were quite hopeful that 
exports of gold might be deferred for a 
week or a fortnight. 

It is expected that the Treasury Depart- 
ment will call some of the bond funds in 
depository banks this week. Bond interest 
amounting to $5,500,000 will be due to-mor- 
row, and a call would nearly meet that 
outlay. Since such a call was to be re- 
served for the purpose of stiffening the 
money market, for which there seems no 
immediate occasion, the prospect is by no 
means so definite as it seemed to be when 
the gold situation was less favorable. 

The banks are prepared to part with a 
portion of the depository funds, should 
they be needed by the Treasury Depart- 
ment. Under present conditions, there is 
nothing to indicate that a call for a small 
installment would excite any disturbance in 
the market.

LYMAN GETS THE PLACE 





Nominated by Gov, Morton to be State 
Excise Commissioner. 





A DIRECT DEFIANCE OF BOSS PLATT 





Two Suggestions of the Republican 
Leader Absolutely Ignored by 


the Governor. 


SENATOR RAINES FAILS IN HIS PLANS 


Strong Pressure Brought to Bear to 
Secure the Appointment of Commo- 


dore Vedder to the Position. 


ALBANY, March 80.—Gov. Morton to-night 
appointed Henry H. Lyman of Oswego to 
be Excise Commissioner, the head of the 
Liquor Tax Bureau created by the Raines 
bill. In doing so he went flat against the 
wishes of Thomas C, Platt, who had recom- 
mended first Col. George W. Dunn of Bing- 
hamton and later Commodore P. Vedder of 
Cattaraugus for the position. 

The selection of Mr. Lyman was the most 
emphatic exhibition of disregard for Mr. 
Platt which the Governor has given since 
he vetoed the Worth Charities bill last Win- 


ter. It is an exhibition of “nerve” that 
in itself can hardly fail to commend the 
Governor to all who love true sport. 

Mr. Vedder wags: first put forth at the 
headquarters of the Republican State Com- 
mittee, and he has for the last twenty-four 
hours been spoken of as the candidate not 
only of Mr. Platt, but of the machine. 

Gov. Morton’s Presidential boom is in the 
hands of that machine, and yet the Gov- 
ernor snapped his fingers at it in deflance. 
It is the most thrilling thing he has done 
since he became a candidate for the Presi- 
dency. 

It. was announced in Ture NEw-YorK 
Times of Sunday morning that Gov. Morton 
would appoint Mr. Lyman, unless within 
forty-eight hours he changed his purpose. 
Mr. Platt had, on the previous day, sent 
word to the Governor that Col. Dunn was 
his choice, The Governor was giving favora- 
ble consideration to Mr. Lyman’s name at 
that time, and he never seriously corsid- 
ered the recommendation made by Messrs. 
Hackett and Lauterbach, who came with 
Mr. Platt’s message. 

This afternoon the greatest pressure was 
brought to bear on the Governor to throw 
Mr, Lyman overboard and appoint Commo- 
dore P. Vedder. Mr. Platt sent word that 
Mr. Vedder should receive the place, and 
letters and telegrams indorsing him came 
from Joseph H. Choate, J. Sloat Fassett, 
Edward Lauterbach, and others. It is said 
that Cornelius N. Bliss was one of Mr. 
Vedder’s backers. 

The Governor refused to listen even to 
the voice of the boss, and held to the de- 
termination which he had reached last Sat- 
urday afternoon. Mr. Platt is said to have 
been informed by Gov. Morton that he pro- 
posed to name Mr. Lyman and in response 
the ex-Senator is said to have replied that, 
while Mr. Lyman was not his cloice, still 
he was an organization man. 

The political effect of this appointment is 
a thing that causes a great deal of hurried 
comment. While Mr. Lyman is allied with 
the Platt machine as the leader for Oswego 
County, the fact remains that he was ap- 
pointed over Mr. Platt’s head as the Gov- 
ernor’s own choice. It will doubtless in- 
spire some people with the firm belief that 
X rays are not needed to see Gov. Morton's 
backbone. Mr. Lyman, however, is not to 
be classed as an anti-Platt man. He is in 
sympathy with Mr. Platt on most proposi- 
tions, and, as stated, is the organization 
“boss” of Oswego County. 

Senator Raines is the hardest hit of any 
man connected with the machine. Mr. Ly- 
man was the last man he wanted to see th 
the place. Before the ink was dry on the 
Governor’s signature to the bill, Mr. Raines 
went to the Governor*with the modest re- 
quest. that he be allowed to name the head 
of the bureau. He had no candidate then, 
but, in view of a non-committal reply from 
the Governor, he proceeded to find ‘one in 
the pergon of ex-District Attorney Clement 
of Ontario County. He subsequently laid 
this name before the Governor, but this 
time the Governor was explicit enough to 
settle forever the hopes of even such a vet- 
eran patronage hunter as Mr. Raines. He 
gave Mr. Raines to understand, not only 
that Mr, Clements could not have the place, 
but that he (the Governor) having, by vir- 
tue of the bill, the appointing power, felt 
perfectly competent to attend to it. 

In addition to this, Mr. Lyman, as a 
member of the Forest, Fish, and Game 
Commission, has conducted his business in 
such @ way as to come into the possession 
of some of Mr. Raines’s schemes. Mr. 
Raines has “ worked with’ Commissioner 
Barnet H. Davis, who hails from Wayne 
County in Raines’s Senatorial district. 
Davis is a Platt man of the most pro- 
nounced type, and, moreover, was not in 
sympathy with the proposed reforms in the 
Fish and Game Commission which Mr. 
Lyman inaugurated. Raines was accord- 
ingly with Davis, and the appointment of 
Mr. Lyman is a direct blow to him. 

Mr. Lyman had the support of Senator 
Stranahan of Oswego County and two or 
three other Senators. Those who know Mr. 
Lyman best say it will not do by any means 
to put him down as an “independent.” He 
was described to-night as ‘‘a machine man 
who does not think that a Republican out- 
side the machine is necessarily either a 
knave or fool.’”’ At times, when able to 
control the organization in Oswego County, 
he has allowed his political opponent, ex- 
Senator George B. Sloane, to go as delegate 
to State Conventions; and in other ways 
has manifested a desire “to keep peace in 
the family.” 

Mr. Lyman was in the Senate corridor 
to-night when hi§ name was brought in 
from the Governor's office, reaa by_ the 
Clerk, and referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee. He is of medium height, compactly 
built, wit a reddish gray mustache, gray 
hair, and florid complexion. Some said he 
resembled Mr. Cleveland when the latter 
was Governor. He was christened William 
Henry Harrison Lyman, but for many 
years has omitted the William. He had 
been in Oswego to-day and reached the a“ 

e 

at that time that he had not asked 

rag the place, nor had he been officially 
requested by the Governor to take it. 

Speaking of his policy, Mr. Lyman said: 

“JT believe in a liberal enforcement of the 
excise law. It was enacted in the interest 
of the people and will be administered for 
their welfare.

confirmation by the Senate. He will have 
the appointment of a Deputy at a salary 
of.$4,000, a Secretary at a salary of $2,000, 
a Financial Clerk at a salary of $1,800, three 
special Deputies, one in New-York, at a 
salary of $4,000; one in Brooklyn, at $3,000, 
and one in, Buffalo, at $2,000, also the ap- 
pointment of a Clerk to each of the Spe- 
cial Deputies, 

The Commissioner also has the appoint- 
ment of sixty confidential agents for the 
various counties of the State, at a salary 
of $1,200 each, and may also appoint special 
attorneys to assist the confidential] agents. 


Col. Henry H. Lyman was born in Jef- 
ferson County, New-York, and is fifty-one 
years old. He was.educated in the common 


schools >f Pulaski. His early life was spent 
on a farm. He studied engineering and 
surveying, which he practiced some three 


years. He enlisted as a private in the One 
undred and Forty-seventh New-York Vol- 
unteers, and served until the close of the 
civil war, being successively promoted to 
Lieutenant an Adjutant and_ breveted 
Major. He participated in the battles of 
Fredericksburg, Chancellorsville, Mine 
Run, Gettysburg, the Wilderness, and 
other great engagements. At Gettysburg 
he was in command of his regiment. After 
the war he engaged in mercantile pursuits, 
and was later appointed as Lieutenant 
Colonel for the organization of a regiment 
of the National Guard in Oswego County. 

He held various town offices, and in the 
year 1872 was elected Sneriff of Oswego 
County, serving three years. In 1889 he 
was made Collector of the Port of Oswego 
by President Harrison, which office he held 
for four and one-half years. In 1895 he was 
appointeda memberof theState Forest, Fish 
and Game Commission by Gov. Morton, 
which office he now holds. dn that capacity 
he has displayed great ehergy, especially 
in the vigor with which, aided by some of 
his fellow Commissioners, he prosecuted 
the investigation of the books of ac- 
count of the old commission. The result 
of that inquiry was the discovery of se- 
rious irregularities and a deficit of $10,000 
in the accounts of the Secretary, all of 
which was ultimately made good, and a 
great scandal averted. 

He is Vice President of the National 
Bank of the City of Oswego, Trustee of 
the Oswego Savings Bank, and Secretary 
of the Oswego Water Company, and is 
connected with various other business en- 
terprises in the city of Oswego. 





PLATT POLITICIANS SURPRISED. 


But the Boss Says the Appointment 
Is n Judicious One. 


There was considerable surprise at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel last*night among the 
Platt politicians when the news came in 
at about 9:45 o’clock that Gov. Morton had 
nominated Mr. Lyman for State Excise 
Commissioner. It is undeniable that many 
of Mr. Platt’s closets lieutenants fully ex- 
pected that Commodore P. Vedder would 
get the place. He had the indorsement of 
Messrs. Platt, Lauterbach, and Joseph H. 
Choate, and Elihu Root, among others, for 
the place. 

If Mr. Platt himself was surprised, how- 
ever, he concealed it very well. He was sit- 
ting in his parlor with Edward Lauterbach 
when the news of Mr. Lyman’s appoint- 
ment reached him. To a reporter, Mr. Platt 
said: 

“Mr. Lyman’s appointment is extremely 
satisfactory. Iie will make a splendid Com- 
missioner. He is an old stalwart, and a 
thorough organization man.” 

Mr. Lauterbach nodded his head, and, 
continuing, Mr. Platt said, jocosely: ‘‘ And 
he is a good Platt man, too. Isn’t he, Lau- 
terbach?”’ 

‘“* That’s just what he is,”’ replied Mr. Lau- 
terbach. ‘‘I regard the appointment as a 
first-rate one in every respect, and one 
that will be very satisfactory to all Repub- 
licans.”’ 

“Is it satisfactory to the organization? ”’ 
Mr. Lauterbach was asked. 

‘* Thoroughly,” was his reply. 

“Who will be appointed Deputy Com- 
missioner for this city?” 

“That I cannot say.” 

Mr. Platt also said that he could give no 
information on this point. Politicians in 
the lobby said that Mr. Platt had not had 
his way about the appointment of the Cem- 
missioner. 

Ex-Postmaster Cornelius Van Cott, who 
has been talked of both as a candidate for 
Siate Commissioner and as a candidate 
for Deputy Commissioner in this city, said 
last night: 

“T have never been a candidate for either 
place. I would not have accepted the Com- 
missionership had I been asked to, and I 
would not accept the Deputy Commission- 
ership if I was asked to.”’ 

This left the field open for speculation 
as to who would be the Deputy recom- 
mended by Messrs. Platt and Lauterbach. 
It was thought that they had already 
agreed upon a man and had sent his name 
to Albany. It was all guesswork as to who 
the man was. The names discussed in the 
gossip about the Deputy Commissioner in- 
cluded Excise Commissiorer Joseph Mur- 
ray, ex-Internal Revenue Collector Ferdi- 
nand Eidman, George Hilliard, Lucas L. 
Van Allen, and a number of others. 





ANOTHER SHIP CANAL PROPOSED. 


To Conuect Lake Superior and the 
Mississippi River. 


WASHINGTON, Match 30.—Secretary La- 
mont to-day sent to the House the report of 
Major Sears, Corps of Engineers, on the ex- 
amination and survey for the location of a 
ship canal connecting Lake Superior and 
the Mississippi River. Major Sears states 
that the information obtained from exam- 
inations made of various routes justified 
the making of a survey of only two routes, 
namely: Via Allouez Bay and Brule and St. 
Croix, and via St. Louis, East Savanna and 
Prairie Rivers and Sandy Lake. 

The cost of a barge canal, eighty feet 
wide at the water surface, fifty-nine feet 
wide at the bottom, and seven feet deep, 
along the first route, is estimated at $7,050,- 
000, exclusive of cost of compensation for 
the vested rights of the logging interests, 
The cost of a canal of similar dimensions 
along the last-named route is placed at 
$10,575,715, exclusive of compensation for 
the vested rights of water companies for 
the use of water from the St. Louis River. 
A steamboat canal 100 feet wide at bottom, 
121 feet wide at the surface, and 7 feet 
re along this route will cost about $18,- 
015,112, 

The construction of a canal by the first 
route would take about four years, and by 
the second about ten years. The most 
feasible route for the location of the canal, 
the report says. is that designated via 
Allouez Bay and Brule and St. Crolx Rivers, 





MOVED THE POST OFFICE BY NIGHT. 


A Riot Narrowly Averted in a Town 
in Kansas, 


HIuu City, Kan., March 30.—An old feud 
between two factions at Hill City has 
broken out again. Hill City igs the seat of 
Graham County. Several years ago the 
people organized in the night, went to 
Millbrook, a rival town, three miles dis- 


tant, and forcibly carried away the county 
records, and compelled the officers to go 
along. 

The town was able to hold the seat of 
government because J. H. Pomeroy, now a 
wealthy citizen of Boston, owned most of 
the place. All these years the principal 
street of the town has been the dead-line 
between the two rival factions, the Pom- 
eroy people and the opposition, led by an- 
other wealthy man named McGill. For 
years the Post Office has been on the Mc- 
Gill side, but the Postmaster, O. B. Kik- 
ley, being a Pomeroy adherent, secretly 
secured permission from the Government 
to move the Post Office across the street. 
Saturday morning before daylight fifty of 
the Pomeroy faction appeared at the Post 
Office and moved it across the ®treet, while 
the McGill men slept. 

When the latter heard of it, a posse was 
organized to move it back, but fear cf 
Government officials dissuaded them. How- 
ever, a riot was narrowly averted,

Two Women Drowned in the Flood in 
Scott County. 


RICHMOND, Va., March 30.—Great destruc- 
tion of property is reported from the cyclone 
and heavy rain in Southwest Virginia Sun- 
day afternoon.

BROOKLYN RAILROAD COMPANIES 
WISH TO RUN TRAINS ACROSS, 


The Proposition Meets with General 
Favor on Both Sides of the River, 
but No Suggestion Has Been Made 
as to How Properly to Adjust 
Matters and Not Ruin the Bridge 
Structure — Engineer Martin’s 


Practical Objections. 


The proposition of the Kings County and 
the Brooklyn Union Elevated Railroad Com- 
pany to use the New-York and Brooklyn 
Bridge and run their cars to tpis city with- 
out compelling a change by, or exacting an 
extra fare from, the passengers, appears to 
meet with general approval in Brooklyn, 
and several of the newspapers of that city 
also approve of the scheme. This matter 


will be considered at the next meeting of 
the Bridge Trustees. 

It is impossible to tell in advance what 
the Bridge Trustees will do with the propo- 
sition at their meeting, but Chief Engineer 
Martin made his position on the subjeet 
clear yesterday. He said: 

In order by steam traction to draw across the 
bridge trains of five cars it would be necessary, 
on account of the steep grades, to employ loco- 
motives much heavier than those now used on 
the elevated roads. This would, in my judgment, 
make a weight which the bridge was not calcu- 
lated to sustain and which it would be injuc icious 
to impose upon it. To adapt the weight of the 
trains to the safe carrying capacity of the bridge 
it would, therefore, be necessary to diminish the 
number of cars in a train. The locomo ives 
used now could not, I think,: transport more 
than three cars. Whether it would be feasible 
and profitable to reduce the trains permanently 
to three, or, at most, four cars, or reduce them 
temporarily for the passage of the bridge, is 
of course a question for the consideration and 
decision of the elevated railway companies. 

While trains of five cars would not be prac- 
ticable with steam traction, they would doubt- 
less be so if electricity were used as the motive 
power. Whether it would be practicable to use 
it on the bridge alone, making there a change 
from steam to electricity, is another of the 
questions for the determination of the elevated 
railway companies. Whether they propose the 
introduction of electric motive power over their 
entire system I do not know, 

Two practical objections present themselves, 
whether steam or electricity is used. My under- 
standing of the proposals made is that a local 
bridge system should still remain in use for the 
transportation of persons seeking only to cross 
the bridge. This system would have to be, as 
now, operated with the utmost regularity—con- 
tinously and with the most precise punctuality. 
In order that it might be done, it would be 
essential that the same degree of regularity and 
punctuality should be maintained by the ele- 
vated trains, as they would use the same tracks. 
From my observation of the elevated trains I 
should say that it would be very difficult for them 
to attain this requisite degree of precision. 


The elevated railroads are not alone in 
their desire to use‘“the bridge, for the sur- 
face railroads also want the privilege of 
operating their cars over the structure. The 
Brooklyn Heights and the Nassau Com- 
panies have already, as stated in THE NEw- 
York TIMEs, made propositions to operate 
their cars over the bridge. Patrick J. 
Flynn of the Nassau Company, when he 
first made his proposition to the Bridge 
Trustees, said he had made an arrange- 
ment with the Third Avenue surface road 
of this city to transfer passengers on the 
New-York side of the bridge. 

It is also said that ex-Gov. Roswell P. 
Flower, who is in control of the Brooklyn 
Heights Railroad Company, has been ne- 
gotiating with the Metropolitan Traction 
Company of this city in order to bring 
about a general system of transfers in 
ease the Brooklyn Heights Company suc- 


ceeds in having its proposition adopted by 
the Bridge Trustees. 

President Rossiter of the Brooklyn 
Heights Railroad Company, when spoken 
to regarding the proposition of the ele- 
vated railroad companies to use the bridge, 
said: 

If the elevated railroads seriously propose to 
have the bridge and take entire control of it, 
collect tolls, and manage it as a private enter- 
prise, I think the proposition absurd. They 
might as well propose to buy up Fulton Street 
or Broadway. I shall wait to see what answer 
the cities will make, and prefer not to go into 
any discussion of the question now. 


President Flynn of the Nassau Railroad 
Company, in speaking of the elevated rail- 
roads’ proposition, said: 

I am in favor of it. I am also in favor of let- 
ting the surface railroads operate across the 
bridge. In my opinion, the only broad-gauge way 
of looking at the Brooklyn Bridge question is to 
consider that it was built for the convenience of 
the public and to make communication and 
travel between New-York and Brooklyn easier. 
The bridge, therefore, should be considered in the 
same Hght as a public ee and, as such, 
railroad privileges should be granted if possible 
to all the corporations which have roads reach- 
ing the bridge entrance, and which give the best 
facilities to the public to reach all parts of the 
city. If the privilege of crossing cannot be 
granted to all for engineering reasons or for any 
other reagons, then to the companies which give 
the best transportation facilities and make the best 
offer to the city should be accorded the right. We 
have already made a much more generous offer 
than the elevated railroad company has done, 
and we think that our proposition is more likely 
to meet with the favor of engineering people, 
that more people can be carried by the Nassau 
Company than by the elevated railroad, and that 
the city would get a good deal more money from 
us. 

There can, of course, be no such thing as a 
lease of the Brooklyn Bridge to any railroad cor- 
poration. The right to operate across could be 
granted, but I think that leasing the structure 
would meet with the disapproval of every one. 
Any atempt to give to the elevated railroad 
company exclusive privileges will naturally meet 
with the strongest possible opposition that the 
surface railroads can bring to bear. The ferry 
companies will oppose the plan under all circum- 
stances, for, just as sure as cars of any or all 
of the railroad companies are operated over the 
bridge, the fare for crossing will have to be 
nothing, as the Nassau offered in its original 
proposition. If exclusive privileges are granted 
to any one corporation, all the others will suffer 
until such time as the increase in population 
which will follow a free travel across the bridge 
is sufficiently large to. make up for the travel 
drawn from the companies discriminated against. 

My view of the question is that all the rail- 
road companies should be allowed to cross; that 
the necessary changes in order to accommodate 
them, costing, perhaps, $1,500,000, should be 
made by them; that the bridge should be taken 
from the hands of the commission and come un- 
der the management of the Greater New-York; 
that the fare to cross the bridge should be ab- 
solutely nothing; that a slight rental from all the 
railroad companies should be charged in order to 
keep the structure in proper repair and perhaps 
pay something toward the interest on the WPfdge 
bonds, and that the railroad companies should 
bear all the cost of maintenance. 


President Frederick Uhlman of the Brook- 
lyn Union Elevated Railroad Company said: 


The scheme is primarily to take a passenger 
on the elevated roads of this city to New-York 
without the necessity of changing cars. I don’t 
expect to make money out of this scheme for 
many years. In fact, I expect we will lose by 
it at first, but in the end I expect to be re 
paid. It would help to open the residential 
portions of Brooklyn by_bringing them fifteen 
minutes nearer to New-York, and after those 
portions are built up, with the increased traffic 
from the increased population will eventually 
come the grist to my mill. Brooklyn has prac- 
tically stood still for the last three ypars, as 
shown by the total receipts of the surface and 
elevated roads, the bridge, the large dry goods 
stores, and the number of building permits. 


President Howell of the Bridge Trustees 
said that if the proposition were carried 
out it would reduce the margin of safety 
from 6 to 1 to 2% to 1. 

In regard to the new scheme proposed by the 
elevated roads; I think it a very serious one. I 
am not competent to judge as to its practicabil- 
ity, as I am not an engineer. But if it is pos- 
sible for both the surface and elevated roads 
to land passengers in New-York. I am in favor 
of it, as I think it would be of great benefit 
and would tend to build up this city. I believe, 
however, that the passengers of both surface and 
elevated roads should be considered in crossing 
the bridge, and no class should be discriminated 
against. The surface as well as the elevated 
roads should have the same privilege of crossing 
the bridge, provided, of course, they ure willing 
to pay for it. But the bridge cannot accommo- 
date all the roads, and the companies which can 
accommodate the public the best, and which are 
willing to pay the city the most for the privilege, 
should be granted the lease or the right to run 
across the bridge. 

Mayor Strong made no reply yesterday to 
the letter of the Presidents of the Brook- 
lyn elevated railroad companies, August 
Belmont and George W. Wingate, relative 
to the formation of a company to lease 
the Brooklyn Bridge railroad and make 
an agreement whereby people could travel 
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from any point in this city to any point in 
Brooklyn for one fare of 5 cents. He said: 


I am in love with that project if it can_be 
properly arranged and properly carried out. The 
question of running the five-car elevated trains 
across the bridge is a matter that the engineers 
must settle. If the Manhattan people should 
agree to the proposition contained in the letter 
I received Saturday I think the results would be 
satisfactory. 


Rapid Transit Commissioner Alexander EB. 
OCrr favors the proposition to have New- 
York and Brooklyn cars cross the bridge if 
they can do so without injury to the struct- 
ure He yesterday said he had been pres- 
ent at a meeting of some elevated road of- 
ficials with Mayor Strong, about a month 
ago, when they made a somewhat similar 
proposition. He said: 

I was merely invited to attend and listen to 
what wes said. I was not there in any official 
sense, of course. The object of that meeting 
was, I understand, merely to see whether the 
Mayors of the two cities would look favorably 
upon such a measure. I do not know what the 
Mayors thought about it. 

No proposition has been made to use the streets 
by which to approach the bridge, but the Rapid 
Transit Commission would look with favor upon 
any proposal which would, in their opinion, prove 
beneficial to the citizens it serves. I, myself 
think that the running of elevated roads across 
the bridge would be of benefit. 

Greater New-York is growing so rapidly that 
everything that can be done to develop its 
means of transportation should be done. Rapid 
transit must come anyway. It is postively de- 
manded, and it will be supplied. 

Owners of property up town in Brooklyn 
and real estate dealers think that city will 
be greatly benefited if all cars are allowed 
on the bridge 


SOUTHERN IRON INTERESTS JOIN. 





Thirty-four Manufacturers Unite to 
Control Prices. 


BIRMINGHAM, <Ala., March 30.—It was 
ascertained in Birrf¥ngham to-night from 
Southern fron manufacturers just from 
New-York that in the latter city a day or 
two since representatives of the leading 
Southern iron producers entered into an 
agreement for the regulation of pig-iron 
prices on a common basis. 

Competition has heretofore been so sharp 
that production had exceeded consumption, 
and prices became deranged by the first of 
this year. The agreement or pool is formed 
for the purpose of preventing a recurrence 
of such demoralization by making all the 
furnaces agree to a common fall or rise in 


the price of iron, according as the state of 
trade demands. They will also agree to 
utilize the production rate so as to prevent 
a glut in the market. 

The first result of the pool was a gen- 
eral agreement to a slight cut in all grades 
of iron based on the present oversupply. 
When the market becomes better regulated 
by a decrease of production the Southern 
manufacturers will try by concerted ac- 
tion to restore the prices of last Fall. 

Thirty-four furnaces are said to be in 
the pool. 





MADE LAWS BY THE PRESIDENT. 


Congressional Acts of Which He Has 
Formaily Approved. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—The President 
has approved the following acts: 


To authorize the construction of a bridge across 
the Calumet River, in Cook County, Ill.; to au- 
thorize the Kansas City, Fort Scott and Memphis 
Railroad Company to extend its lime into the In- 
dian Territory; for the right of the Rock Island, 
Muscatine and Southwestern Railway Company 
to build a bridge across the Illinois and Missis- 
sippi Canal; to authorize the construction of a 
bridge across the Tennessee River at Knoxville, 
Tenn.; for the reconstruction of the Rock Island 
bridge, Illinois; to regulate the issue and record- 
ing of the commissions of officers in several of 
the departments; .o amend the act for the ap- 
potatment of a Sealer and Assistant Sealer of 
Veights and Measures in the District of Co- 
lumbia; for the relief of Kate Winter of Wash- 
ington, D. C., and_to pension Michael E. Brick- 
er of Edgerton, Ind. 


He has also signed a joint resolution pro- 
viding for the disposition of certain proper- 
ty now in the hands of the receiver of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints.

TO ENFORCE RAINES BILL 





POLICE CAPTAINS RECEIVE ORDER$ 
FROM CHIEF PETER CONLIN. 


Based on Opinion from Corporation 
Counsel Scott—Free Lunches Must 
Go, Curtains to be Drawn Up Be« 
ginning This Morning, and Glazed 
or Stained Glass and Screens Must 
Be Removed by To-night—May Not 
Interfere tvith Clubs During April, 


The police, acting under the advice of the 
Corporation Counsel, put some of the pro- 
hibitory provisions of the Raines act, or 
the liquor tax law, as it is officially des- 
ignated, into effect in this city last night. 

The first thing the police did was to order 
the abolishment of free lunches, The sa- 
loon keepers were then warned that they 
must not only close at 1 A. M. this morn- 


ing and remain closed until 5 o’clock, but 
must so arrange their doors or windows 
that an unobstructed view of the interior 
of each liquor store could be had by the 
patrolmen during prohibited hours. 

To emphasize their warning, the saloon 
keepers were informed by the police that 
they possessed, as under the old law, the 
power to summarily arrest any proprietor 
or barkeeper on the spot for failure or re- 
fusal to comply with the new law. The 
saloon keepers were further notified that 
their front and side doors must be locked 
at all times during prohibited hours. 

In all other respects the liquor tax law 
will remain in abeyance until all the pres- 
ent licenses expire, and the Raines system 
of tax licenses and excise inspection goes 
into operation, 

Clubs, that is, bona fide clubs, will not be 
interfered with for the present. Corpora 
tion Counsel Scott gave a separate opin< 
ion to the Chief of Police to the effect that 
no part of the Raines law applied to genu- 
ine clubs prior to May 1. The Corporation 
Counsel said that he would not advise the 
police how far the Raines law might affect 
clubs on and after May 1, because that was 
a question which it was not now necessary, 
to determine, and which would probably 
be settled by a test case in court. 

Policemen in citizens’ clothes were dis- 
patched early last night in all directions 
from every station house in New-York to 
notify the proprietors of liquor stores that 
free lunch was doomed. It had been orig- 
inally intended to order away the free 
lunch at once, but this intention was modi- 
fied, and the saloon keepers were told that. 
they could not give away food of any kind! 
after last night. The news was received 
with consternation by the ‘‘ Weary Willies ’”” 
along the Bowery, who gathered into 
groups along the curb and indignantly dis- 
cussed the subject. It was resolved to eat 
up at once all the free lunch left on the 
counters. No sooner was this resolve 
formed than it was put into execution, and 
the frowsy gentry alighted in a body on the 
pickled herring, potato salad, and liver pud-, 
ding, and devoured it in a jiffy. It was as 
if a horde of locusts had swarmed through | 
the-Bowery in search-of wild honey. ,

The instructions of the Chief of Police to 
the Captains in regard to the enforcement 
of the provisions of the liquor tax law were 
delivered in the presence of President Roose- 
velt and Commissioner Parker. They were 
brief, and for the permanent reference of 
the Captains, they were supplied in type- 
written form as a general crder, and were 
as follows: 


The law known as the liquor tax law, which 
constitutes Chapter 112 of the Laws of 1896, 
and which went into effect on the 23d day of 
March, 1896, muist be enforced and observed in 
all its details and particulars. 

A copy of the opinion of Francis M. Scott, the 
Corporation Counsel, relative to this law, is here- 
with forwarded to you for your information, and 
in connection with a copy of said law, which 
you have already received from me for your 
guidance in the performance of your duties in 
respect to this law within your precinct. 

You will at once proceed to enforce within your 
precinct, in a thorough, effective, and impartial 
manner, all the provisions of the law in ques- 
tion that require action by the police, and take 
such action yourself, and see that the members 
of your foree take such action, in regard to the 
said law, as the veriest provisions of the law 
itself, the circumstances of each case that may 
arise under it, and the duties of your official po- 
* sition and those of your men may require. 

Each of the Captains, Inspectors, and 
commanders .of court squads received a 
copy of the general order, after it had 
peen read to all the assembled Captains, and 
also a copy of the two opinions of the 
Corporation Counsel, together with a 
bundle of blank affidavit forms.

As to the duty of the police relative to making 
arrests for violations of the law committed In 
their presence I think there can be no reason- 
able doubt. 

Section 277 of the 
act provides that: 

** The several members of the police force shall 
have power and authority to immediately arrest, 
Without warrant, and to take into custody any 
person who shall commit, or threaten, or attempt 
to commit in the presence of such member, or 
within his view, any breach of the peace or of- 
fense directly prohibited by act of the Legislat- 
ure or by any ordinance of the city.’’ 

It is true that this provision is not in terms re- 
peated in the liquor-tax law, nor do I think it 
necessary that it should have been. The last 
sentence of Section 37 evidently contemplates and 
provides for summary arrests by the police for 
Violation of the act. 

I am, therefore, of opinion that the members 
of the police force have the same right and duty 
under this act that they have had under former 
laws, to arrest without warrant persons who 
violate the law in their presence. 

Section 37, however, seems to impose upon the 
ener ate of the police force new and addition- 

I duties in respect to persons arrested for viola- 
tion of this law. They must ‘‘ immediately noti- 
fy the District Attorney by a statement under 
oath of the fact of such violation.’’ This should, 
I think, be done in the case of every person ar- 
gested for and charged with a. violation of the 
aw. 

I beg to suggest that you consult the District 
Attorney as to the form and manner in which 
such notification should be given. 

Since the foregoing opinion was prepared I 
have received a further request from you for ane 
opinion concerning what are known as “all 
night ’’ licenses. 

By this term I understand you to mean licenses 
granted under Subdivision 6 of Section 19 of 
Chapter 401 of the Laws of 1892, as amended by 
Section 3 of Chapter 480 of the laws of 1893. 

Such licenses are termed in the act authorizing 
them “additional licenses’’; they could be is- 
sued only to persons or corporations who already 
had an ordinary license, and expired at the same 
time as the ordinary license. For such licenses 
an additional fee was exacted, and their posses- 
sion entitled the licensee to.traffic in HMquors be- 
en the hours of 1 and 5 o’clock in the morn- 
ng. 

The act under consideration, Chapter 112 of the 
Laws of 1895, by its fourth section provides that; 

“Every license heretofore lawfully granted by 
a Board of Excise, which is valid when this act 
takes effect, shall be and remain valid for the

THE AFFECTED. 


Law Will Not Attach to Them Until 
May 1. Mr. Scott Thinks. 


Corporation Counsel Scott supplemented 
the general opinion on the Raines law with 
an opinion on the particular question as to 
the relation of clubs to the new law, The 
opinion was as follows: 

New-Yor«K, March 30, 1896. 
Peter Conlin, Esq., Chief of Police. 

Sir: I have this day received a further request 
from you for an opinion relative to the duty of the 
police regard.ng clubs within this city, and ask- 
ing whether the passage of the so-called liquor 
tax law creates any new duty or obligation on 
the part of the police toward such corporations 
or associations. 

In the letter of this date eiready sent you, I 
have advised you as follows: 

“So far, then, as concerns the sale of or deal- 
ing in liquor by unauthorized persons or corpora- 
tions, I am of the opinion that, until May 1, 1896, 
the possession and posting of a tax certificate, 
under the provisions of the present law are not 
requisite, but that the only inquiry to be made 
by the police is, whetner the person or corpora- 
tion, if required to hold a license under the 
excise law heretofore in force, does, in fact, hold 
such license.’’ 

It has never been judicially settled by the 
ultimate ‘authority of this State whether or not 
clubs came within the purview of the late ex- 
cise law, but the excise authorities and the 
police authorities have given to the statute a 
practical construction in the negative, and have 
not required sych associations or corporations 
to take out licenses, nor have they applied to 
them the strict provisions of the excise law re- 
specting the trafficking in liquors, and for this 
construction there is respectable authority in 
other jurisdictions. 

As I have already advised you, there is no 
provision of the new tax law which contemplates 
the payment of any tax, or the issue of any 
tax certificate, until May 1, 1896, and no club 
could, if it desired to do so, obtain such a tax 
receipt until that date. 

In my opinion the provisions of 
statute will not attach to clubs until May 1, 
being the earliest day upon which they can 
bring themselves within its provisions, and, 
therefore, until that time I do not deem it 
necessary for the police to insist that such asso- 
ciations or corporations shall take out tempo- 
rary licenses under Section 8 of the tax law, nor 
do I think that the other restrictive provisions of 
the new tax law should be held to apply to 
them. Whether or not such organizations will 
be subject to the provisions of the tax law 
after May 1, 1896, it is not now necessary to de- 
termine. Doubtless that guestion will be judic- 
jally determined by a oceeding under Section 
29 of the new act, which provides for:an appli- 
cation to the court for an injunction to prevent 
persons from trafficking in liquor without hav- 
ing first obtained a tax certificate. 

You will, of course, understand that this opin- 
ion does not relate to organizations created 
solely for the purpose of evading the law, and 
which are not bona-fide clubs within the ordi- 
nary acceptation of the statute. Yours very

ATTITUDE OF THE CLUBMEN, 


General Meeting to be Held on April 2 
to Discuss the Law, 


The Advisory Committee appointed at the 
general delegates’ meeting of city clubs 
last Wednesday to take action against the 
features of the Raines law obnoxious to 
clubs met at the Arion Hall last night. 
The entire committee, composed of John R. 
Van Wormer, Chairman; Edward M. Burg- 
hardt, John Von Glahn, F. T. Murray, Bar- 
tow S. Weeks, Henry C. Schrader, James 
H. Taylor, Aristides Martinez, and Gustave 
Dorval, was present. 

It was resolved to send out invitations 
to fifty representative clubs of New-York 
City requesting that they be represented 
at a general meeting to be held Thursday 
night, April 2, at the Arion Clubhouse. 
The situation was then discussed at length, 
but nothing further of a business nature 
was transacted. The chairman said that 
at the meeting next Thursday the report 
of counsel as to the constitutionality of the 
law and the correct interpretation of it 
would be submitted. After the meeting Mr. 
Van Wormer said to a reporter for THE 
NEW-YorkK TIMES: 

“The law will surely be fully tested in 
the courts, and it will be carried to the 
highest tribunal, if necessary. The Union 
League will apply for a tax certificate at 
the proper time.’’ 

Bartow S. Weeks was aswxed what seemed 
to be the drift in club circles regarding the 
hew law, and he replied: 

“We are simply waiting for the Corpora- 
tion Attorney to instruct iis how and where 
to drift.”’ 

John B. Pannes, ex-President of the Arion, 
and President of the German-American 
Citizens’ Union, said: . 

“The Arion’s programme of work will be 
seriously interfered with by the new law. 
Our charter, which was granted in 1865, 
provides, among other things, ‘the promo- 
tion of artistic taste in general, and of 
vocal music in particular, by the practice 
of sacred and secular music, and by thé 
establishment of a school for gratuitous 
instruction in singing and music, &c.’ 

*“ By this Sunday clause of the new law 
we are compelled to give up our regular 
Sunday night concerts, which were the 
main features of our entertainments in the 
clubhouse. Our members and their women 
folk usually enjoyed them, and afterward 
partook of refreshments. This will now 
have to stop. 

“The Arion has conducted regular music 
schools where young people with voices 
were instructed gratuitously by such men 
as Dr. Leopold Damrosch, for twelve years; 
then Frank Van Der Stucken for years, 
and since his departure from the city by 
Julius Lorenz. Must all this now cease? 

‘““No games of chance have ever been al- 
lowed in the Arion, and no visitor was per- 
mitted to buy anything in the clubhouse. 
We are forced to give our concerts Sunday 
because the musicians are employed at the 
operas, theatres, &c., during the week. But 
under the new law we will have to give 
them up. d 

* We are anxiously awaiting the decision 
of the Court of Appeals in the case of the 
Albany Club, where the steward was con- 
victed Ly the lower court for trafficking in 
liquor. If the higher courts hold that sell- 
ing liquor to members is trafficking in 
liquor, then we will know where we stand. 

“We object to being classed with corner 
saloons, which is the case under the Raines 
law. We also claim that we are entitled to

THE NEW LAW IN 


Arrests for Technical Violations May 
Be Lightly Treated. 


BROOKLYN. 


The Raines excise law, as told in THE 
NEW-YORK TIMES yesterday, was enforced 
in Brooklyn Sunday. ‘There were a num- 
ber of complaints made of saloon keepers 
who had technically violated the law, in not 
having the shades of their saloons raised, 
or for not having the bars exposed. 

In some of these cases the bars were not 
exposed because the saloons had opaque 
and stained-glass windows that could not 
be removed in time, as the order that the 
Raines law would have to be obeyed was 
issued by the police at 10 o’clock Saturday 
morning, and some of the saloon keepers 
were not aware that the law was operative 
until late in the afternoon. 

There were only twenty-nine arrests in 


Brooklyn from 6 o’clock Sunday morning 
up to 6 o’clock yesterday morning. This 
was for all causes, but only eleven arrests 
were made in the twenty-four hours for 
intoxication. This is looked upom as a good 
showing, the police being satisfied that the 
Raines law was enforced. Heretofore the 
average number of arrests for intoxication 
on Sunday was from sixty to seventy-five. 
The District Attorney will be presented 
with the complaints made by the police of 
saloon Keepers who had technically violated 
the law. here were, all told, according to 
the special reports made to the Superin- 
tendent of Police, 296 violations. The great- 
est number of violations was in the Seventh 
Precinct, in Greenpoint, where seventy-nine 
were entered. Commissioner Welles, in 
speaking of the matter, said: 

‘**I am delighted with the general observ- 
ance of the law. It is remarkable that the 
sentiment of the act should have been so 
unanimously observed by the Brooklyn 
saloon keepers, It speaks well for the men 
who are in business.” 

“The police returns this morning,” said 
Superintendent McKelvey, ‘“‘show how 
Brooklyn benefited by the closing of the 
saloons, I am very much pleased over the 
result.” 

The police courts, as a result, yesterday 
had very little work, and Sheriff Buttling, 
who is paid by fees, does not relish the idea 
that his profits will be greatly diminished 
by the working of the Raines law. 

Assistant District Attorney William 0. 
Miles said: *“‘I understand that the police 
have between 200 and 8vUU cases, but as yet 
I have no official information on the sub- 
ject. Most of these violations, I understand, 
were technical, the curtains being down 
instead of raised, or the saloons were so 
arranged that it was impossible for the 
police to obtain a clear view of the in- 
terior. There is no disposition on the part 
of this office to interpret the law with 
severity at the present time, as we believe 
that most of the violators sinned through 
ignorance. Unless cases are. reported to 
us in which saloon keepers have openly 
violated the ‘aw I doubt whether any ac- 
tion will be taken by the Grand Jury. Our 
disposition at present is to go very slow 
indeed, and give the accused persons the 
benefit of the doubt.” 





THE SALOON KEEPERS TO BLAME. 


Raines Says They Asked for the Free- 
Lunch Clause in His Bill. 


CANANDAIGUA, March 30.—Senator Raines, 
when he was asked yesterday if a saloon 
keeper could give away a cracker, replied 
that he could not. 

The free-lunch clause, he said, was in- 
serted in the Raines bill at the suggestion 
of saloon keepers, and now, if they did 
not like it, they could blame no one but 
themselves.

WASHINGTON, March 30.—The admission 


was made to-day by Representative Cannon, 
Chairman of the Committee on Appropria- 
tions of the House, that the Fifty-fourth 
Congress would be a billion-dollar Con- 


gress. This admission was made in the 
course of an explanation to show that the 
Sundry Civil bill was not subject to criti- 
cisms that had been made of it. 

But Mr. Sayers of Texas, who does not 
look at things just as Mr. Cannon does, di- 
rected attention to the fact that the bill made 
appropriations for three-quarters of the 
year instead of for the fiscal year, thus ap- 
pearing to save money when it might save 
something only in the footings of what 
would purport to be the appropriations of 
the Congress. 

Attention was asked once again to the 
amounts stowed away in the Deficiency 
bill, passed earlier in the segsion, which 
were inserted in a bill that appeared to be 
making up for deficiencies caused by the 
last Congress, but which should have been 
assumed by this Congress. 

It is plain enough that the Reed pro- 
gramme of giving the Congress the reputa- 
tion of being an economical one is only 
likely to find acceptance with those preju- 
diced persons whp believe that Republic- 
ans mean to be economical because they 
pretend to be so. 

POST OFFICE APPROPRIATION. 


The Senate Committee Increases the 
Amount of the House Bill. 


WASHINGTON, March 80.—The Senate Com- 
mittee on Appropriations to-day reported 
the Post Office bill. A net inerease of 
$1,352,000 is made to the House bill, the 
total as reported to the Senate being $93,- 
171,564. The estimates for 1897 were $94,- 
817,900, and as passed by the House $91,- 
819,557. The estimated postal revenues for 
1897 are placed at $89,793,120. The chief 
items of increase made by the Senate are 
as follows: Clerks in Post Offices, $150,000; 
inland mail transportation by _ railroad 
routes, $1,000,000; railway Post Office car 
service, $100,000; transportation of foreign 
mails, $80,000. A reduction of $10,000 is 
made in the item for rewards for detection 
of Post Office burglars, &c. 

Among the new provisions incorporated, 
in the bill is the following: 

Provided that no Post Office established at any 
county seat shall be abolished or discontinued 
by reason of any consolidation of Post Offices 
made by the Postmaster General under exist- 
ing law, and any such Post Office at a county 
seat heretofore consolidated shall be established 
as @ separate Post Office at such county seat. 

The House bill under the head of free 
delivery service divides the aggregate of 
$12,748,250 specifically into appropriations 
for letter carriers, horse hire, street ietter 
boxes, incidental expenses, &&. The Senate 
increases this almost $100,000 and makes a 
lump Sa hart under the general head 
of free-delivery service.

Cuba and the House, 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—The conference 
report on the Cuban resolutions will nor 
be called up in the House before Wednes- 


day. Mr. Hitt of Illinois, the Chairman

Senate Resolutions Agreed To. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—In the House to- 
day the Senate joint resolution was agreed 
to appointing Bernard R. Green as suc- 
cessor to the late Gen Casey, as Superin- 
tendent of the new Congressional Library. 


The House also agreed to the Senate reso- 
lution authorizing ex-President Harrison to 
accept from the Governments of Brazil and 
Spain certain medals presented during his 
term of office. 


Congressional Doings. 


~The Senate Committee on the Judiciary 
will consider Friday the bankruptcy bills now 
before the committee. There appears to be little 
hope of a bankruptcy measure passing the Senate 
at this session. The majority of the committee 
appears to be in favor of a voluntary bank- 
ruptcy act only, and it is not believed such a 
measure would meet with favorable consideration 
in the Senate. For this reason there is a 
disposition on the part of some of the committee 
to take no action whatever. 


—A delegation of prominent sugar men, 
headed by C. A. Farwell of New-Orleans, is in 
Washington for the purpose of laying before the 
Ways and Means Committee matters regarding 
the importation of German sugars. Germany 
pays and export duty on all sugars exported by 
German factories, and the delegation will ask 
the committee to place an additional duty on 
German sugar equal to the German export duty. 


—In the Senate yesterday a joint resolu- 
tion was introduced increasing the cost of the 
new Appraiser’s Warehouse in New-York City by 
$125,000, making the aggregate $1,775,000. This 
amount is necessary in order to strengthen the 
foundation, due to the proposed construction of 
the building to a greater height than at first

FLOODS IN NORTHERN NEW-YORK. 





Water in Some Places Higher than at 
Any Time Since 1865. 


ITHACA, March 380.—Ithaca is experienc- 
ing the worst flood in its history. The ice 
in the feeders to Lake Cayuga, running 
through the city, went out this morning, 
but a north wind brought the ice back, 
and the lower portion of the city is inun- 
dated. 

The water extends five miles out over the 
country. The railroad tracks south of Ith- 
aca are washed away. 

New-York and Philadelphia passengers 
had to be sent to Geneva on a special train. 

The wind changed to-night, and it is 
thought the worst is over. 

SYRACUSE, March 30.—The warm weather 
and the rains of the last two days have 
raised the waters of Onondaga Creek to a 
point not reached since 1865. All the land 
adjacent to the stream in the lower portion 
of the city is under water, resulting in con- 
siderable damage to property. 

The factories on the banks of the stream 
in the central part of the city have also suf- 
fered severely from the overflow. 
Between 7 o’clock this morning and 3 this 
afternoon the water in the creek rose eleven 
inches. 

Lyons, March 30.—Clyde River is higher 
than it has been since 1865. The flats are 
all submerged. The electric light race is 
even with the water on the flats and runs 
over the sidewalk. 

Water is rising at the rate of over a foot 
an hour. The Standara Oil Company’s sta- 
tion is surrounded with water five feet deep. 
Milk is being taken into the creamery on 
rafts. 

NIAGARA Fatts, March 30.—The recent 
thaw and heavy rains have caused Gill 
Creek and its tributary streams to over- 
flow their banks. Echota, the Niagara Pow- 
er Company’s village, is flooded with from 
two to four feet of water, and one woman, 
Mrs. Kempner, had to be taken from her 
house in a boat. 

GENESEO, March 30.—The warm wave ana 
rain have caused the Genesee River to rise 
rapidly, and to-day the flats between here 
and Piffard are covered with water.

ALBANY, March 30.—Gov. Morton is hesi- 
tating signing the Albany Police 
bill, the measure which proposes to legis- 
late the present Commissioners out of of-

fice and put the power to appoint @ bi- 


partisan board in the hands of the City 
Council. He is said to question both the 
wisdom .of such legislation in general and 
the constitutionality of this particular bill. 

If he shall veto this bill, it will be a 
declaration of independence fully as sig- 
nificant as his appointment of Mr. Lyman 
to be Excise Commissioner in violation of 
Mr. Platt’s wishes. 

The Albany Police bill has been put down 
as one of the most clearly defined Repub- 
lican machine measures of the year. If it 
shall become a law, it will put Mr. Platt’s 
lieutenant, Mr. Barnes, in control here. 
It has therefore had the strong approval 
of the Republican organization in this 
county. 

When it became evident that Gov. Mor- 
ton was hesitating about signing it, the 
pressure of the greater machine was 
brought to bear, and Tracy, Boardman 
& Platt, the latter a son of the “ boss,” 
have filed a brief with the Governor in 
favor of the measure. 

Such well-known attorneys as ex-Judge 
William Larned and Matthew Hale have 
given opinions that it is unconstitutional. 

If the Governor shall veto the bill the 
consequence in Albany County politics can 
only be guessed. There have been threats 
made that Gov. Morton would lose the 
support of this county organization in his 
Presidential aspirations, and that the local 
machine would break with the State ma- 
chine if the latter upheld him. Doubtless 
this is making the case too strong. Nev- 
ertheless, there is sure to be a merry war 
if the Governor does not sign the bill. 

Mr. Barnes and Mr. Walker, the’ dele- 
gates to St. Louis from this district, are 
committed to the Police bill. The local 
leaders claim that it was an issue in the 
campaign on which the party won. ‘ 

The evils of the measure in its bi-parti- 
san features, its system for throwing the 
police force into politics, its ill-concealed 
attempts to make partisan political gains, 
and its robbing the Mayor of the authority 
over and responsibility. for the police force 
have been pointed out in THE NEW-YORK 
Times. Many who hold these views are 
urging the Governor to relieve himself of 
any charge of responsibility for the enact- 
ment of such a police measure. 

The bill was not sent to the Governor 
until after the State Convention. He has 
a week yet in which to consider the matter.

TO AMEND THE RAINES LAW. 


Senator Daley Introduces a2 Bill for 
the Relief of Small Cities. 


ALBANY, March 30.—In the Senate to- 
night Senator Daley introduced a bill sup- 
plementary to the Raines liquor tax law 
designed to correct an alleged defect. The 
bill adds the word “city or” to the clause 
in the law, which provides for wholesalers’ 


or grocers’ licenses in, as the law says, 
“villages’’ having a population of be- 
tween 5,000 and 10,000, 

The defect, it is claimed, prevents the 
issuance of grocers’ and wholesalers’ li- 
censes in Hudson, Dunkirk, and Olean, but 
Senator Higgins says there is a clause in 
the law which provides for a special cén- 
sus and issuance of licenses when a mu- 
nicipality has been created or its boun- 
daries changed since the last census, and 
that Olean comes within that provision. 

It is also contended that the law, after 
reciting places and rates, provides for “ all 
other places,” and that the supplementary 
bill is unnecessary.

That Columbia will make a strong bid for 
victory at Princeton May 23 next in the annual 
dual track games with the Tigers is evident 
from the fact that during the last month-and a 
half the number of candidates for the team has 
increased from 44 to 102.

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FIRE AT THE ERIE DOCKS 














BLAZING BARGES SENT ADRIFT INTO 
THE HUDSON FOR SAFETY. 


Two Men on the Mulligan Had to 
Jomp into the Water with Their 
Clothing Burning—One Rescued at 
the Last Moment, the Other Swam 


Ashore — The Railroad’s Loss 


Slight and Fully Covered by In- 


surance. 


JeRsEY City, N. J., March 30.—A fire that 
at one time threatened to sweep away the 
Erie Railroad piers and trainshed, was dis- 
covered on Freight Pier No. 5 at 5 o’clock 
this morning, but it was cenfined to the 
pier on which it started, and several freight 
boats. There were two or three narrow 
escapes, and it was reported that a boy had 


been drowned, and his father fatally in- 
jured. The boy, however, swam to an- 
other pier and escaped, while his father 
was detained, at the hospital only about 
two hours. 

The fire started at the end of the pier. It 
was discovered by Watchman Edward Rior- 
dan. It sent up a dense volume of smoke, 
which Riordan at first mistook for fog. 
When he realized that it was smoke, and 
that the pier was burning, he at once 
turned in an alarm. Assistant Chief Den- 
mead ordered a general alarm sent out. 
The department promptly responded. It was 
reinforced by the Pennsylvania and Erie 
fire tugs and the New-York fireboat Zophar 
Mills. 

The pier, which was covered by a wooden 
shed, burned rapidly, and the entire struct- 
ure was 900n ablaze from one end to the 
other. The flames also spread to the freight 
barges Amherst, Greycourt, and Mulligan, 
and the schooner Empress. The crews of 
the vessels were soon aroused and cut their 
boats loose from the pier, when they drifted 
to an adjoining pier, where the fire on them 
was extinguished, but not until their deck- 
houses had been destroyed. 

Capt. Peter Hague of the barge Mulligan 
and Peter Hague, Jr., his son, had a thrill-. 
ing escape. They were asleep in the deck- 
house, and did not awake until after their 
barge had been cut loose from the pier and 
the other hands had escaped. They seemed 
dazed by the disaster, and ran up and down 
the deck of the burning boat as if crazed. 
Finally their clothes took fire, 

A dozen men shouted to them to jump 
into the river, and they promptly obeyed 
the order. Archibald Lockridge and Joseph 
White, two firemen, who found a boat un- 
der an adjoining pier, rowed out and res- 
cued Capt. Hague just as he was going 
down the last time. When they looked 
abdut for young Hague he could not be 
seen, and it was reported that he had 
drowned. This proved erroneous, however. 
He swam to the adjoining pier, where he 
was hauled out. 

Capt. Hague was taken to St. Francis’s 
Hospital, where it was found that he had 
sustained no injury. He was discharged as 
soon as he had recovered from the shock. 

The only other person injured was Charles 
Folsom, a railroad brakeman. While he 
Was groping about in the smoke a block 
away from the fire he was struck by a drill 
engine, and his right shoulder was crushed. 
He was taken to St. Francis’s Hospital. 

In the meanwhile, the Fire Department, 
acting under instructions from the Erie 
officials, abandoned Freight Pier No. 5 to 
its fate. The burning barges were left to 
the fire tugs. The firemen gave their entire 
attention to saving the Erie train shed, in 
which they were fortunately successful. 
The pier burned out by 8 o’clock, and the 
fire on the barges had been extinguished. 
The hulls of the latter are intact. The up- 
per works are all burned away. The dam- 
age to each is about $2,000, fully insured. 
The loss on the freight pier is estimated at 
40,000, with an estimated contingency of 
$10,000 for freight. 

Max E., Staples. the Freight Agent, said 
he could not tell what freight had been 
burned until the bills were filed by the 
shippers. All the Erie losses are covered by 
insurance. 

The barge Greycourt was owned by the 
Irie; the Amherst by Rodgers & Co., and 
the Mulligan by Henry Riley. They were 
chartered to the Erie. The schooner Em- 
press, which was towed out of the slip as 
soon as she was cut loose, was uninjured. 

As to the origin of the fire, there are vari- 
ous stories. One is that it originated on the 
barge Mulligan. Another is that it was 
caused by an overheated stove in the freight 
checker’s office on the dock. Chief Conway 
inclines to believe the latter.

TWO IMPORTANT INTER-STATE COM- 
MERCE POINTS DECIDED. 





The United States Supreme Court Sus- 
tains the Cemmission in Its Gen- 
eral Ruling on the Long and Short 


Haul Clause, and Sustains the 


Railroads in the Famous Import 
Rate Case—Other Matters of In- 


terest. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.--The inter-State 
commerce law was the subject of construc- 
tion by the Supreme Court of the United 
States to-day in two important particulars. 
The cases involving the controverted points 
have been on the docket of the court for 
many months, and the decision of the 
court has been anxiously awaited for a 


long time. The first case was that popu- 
larly known as the Social Circle long-and- 
short-haul case ,and grew out of the com- 
plaint of the James & Morgan Buggy Com- 
pany against the Cincinnati Southern, the 
Western and Atlantic, and the Georgia 
Central Railroad Companies, that they 
charged the same for transporting buggies 
from Cincinnati to Augusta, Ga., 640 miles, 
as from Cincinnati to Atlanta, 474 miles, 
and 30 cents more a hundred on buggies 
to Social Circle, between Atlanta and Au- 
gusta, than to either of the other places. 
It was also charged that the rate of $1.07 
to Atlanta was excessive, as compared 
with the same rate to Augusta, 171 miles 
longer haul, and that the charge of $1.37 
to Social Circle was both excessive and 
undue. As to the latter rates, the railroads 
claimed that the goods were now carried 
to that point under a common control, 
management, or arrangement for continu- 
ous carriage or shipment, but that the ad- 
ditional 80 cents per 100 pounds was the 
local charge for similar service by the 
Georgia company, and that, therefore, the 
case of goods carried to Social Circle was 
not within the provisions of the act. The 
Inter-State Commerce Commission ordered 
the railroads to make the rates on goods 
no more to Social Circle than to Augusta, 
and on the articles in question the com- 
mission fixed the rate from Cincinnati to 
Atlanta at $1 a hundred. 

The case came to the Supreme Court of 
the United States from the Court of Ap- 
peals from the Fifth Circuit, whose judg- 
ment sustained the order of the commis- 
sion, except as to fixing the rates. The 


Supreme Court yesterday affirmed the judg- 
ment of the lower court. 

The other case was that known as the 
import rate case, involving the question of 
rates upon freights imported at the Atlan- 
tic seaports destined for points in the in- 
terior. It came from the Court of Appeals 
for the Second Circuit, which had sustained 
the order of the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission that “imported traffic transported 
to any place in the United States from a 
port of entry or place of reception, wheth- 
er in this country or an adjacent foreign 
country, is required to be taken on the in- 
land tariff governing other freights, which 
the Texas and Pacific Ralroad Company 
had refused to obey. The order avas issued 
at the instance of Boards of Trade of the 
seaboard cities, which complained that the 
railroads, by taking imported freight at 
less than domestic freights discriminated 
against the products of the country. In its 
answer to the complaint of th2 commis- 
sion the railroad set up that if it did not 
accept the import traffic at the joint ocean 
and rail rate, which. it admitted was less 
than the rate charged by it for carrying 
domestic freight from New-Orleans to San 
Francisco, it would lose the business al- 
together, for it would go via the Isthmus, 
the Horn, or the Canadian Pacific Road, 
without in the least be\efiting the port 
or people of New-Orleans, and without af- 
fecting the traffic in the least, because San 
Francisco merchants bought in the old 
country and were not interested in the route 
of shipment. 

“These and othér u:ncontroverted facts,” 
says the Court, “that appear in the record 
would seem to constitute ‘circfimstances 
and conditions’ worthy of consideration, 
when carriers are charged with being guilty 
of unjust discrimination or of giving un- 
reasonable and undue preference or advan- 
tage to any person or locality. But we 
understand the view of the commission to 
have been that it was not competent for 
the commission to consider such facts— 
that it was shut up by the terms of the 
act of Congress, to consider only such ‘ cir- 
cumstances and conditions’ as pertained to 
the articles of traffic after they had 
reached and been delivered at a port of the 
United States or Canada. We have, there- 
fore, to deal only with a question of law, 
and that is, What is the true construction, 
in respect to the matters involved in the 
present controversy, of the act to regulate 
commerce? If the construction put upon the 
act by the commission was right, then the 
order was lawful; otherwise it wag not.” 
As to this the Court concludes, after re- 
viewing the facts and law at length, that 
the commission erred in so constructing 
the law. 

“It could not be supposed that Congress, 
‘in regulating commerce, would intend to 
forbid or destroy an existing branch of 
commerce of value to the common carriers 
and to the consumers within the United 
States. Clearly, express language must be 
used in the action to justify such a sup- 
position. So far from finding such _lan- 
guage, we read the act in question to direct 
the commission, when asked to find a.com- 
mon carrier guilty of a disregard of the 
act, to take into consideration all the facts 
of the given case—among which are to be 
considered the. welfare and advantage of 
the common carrier, and of the great body 
of the citizens of the United States who 
contribute the consumers and recipients 
of the merchandise carried, and that the 
attention of the commission is not to be 
confined to the advantage of shippers and 
merchants who deal at or near the ports 
of the United States im articles of do- 
mestic production. Undoubtedly the latter 
are likewise entitled to be considered, but 
we cannot concede that the gommission is 
shut up by the terms of this act to solely 
regard the complaints of one class of the 
community.” 

Another position taken by the commis- 
sion, to which the Justice weferred as indi- 
cating a belief on the part of the commis- 
sion that it was a sort of a co-ordinate 
branch of Congress, way that it is the duty 
of the commission. to so construe the act 
to regulate commerce as to make it prac- 
tically co-operate with what is assumed to 
be the policy of the tariff laws. Upon this 
Justice Shiras said: ‘Our reading of the 
act does not disclose any purpose or in- 
tention, on the part of Congress, to thereby 
reinforce the provisions of the tariff law. 
These laws differ wholly in their objects 
from the law to regulate commerce. Their 
main purpose is to collect revenues with 
which” to meet the expenditures «of the 
Government and those of their provisions 
whereby Congress seeks to,so adjust rates 
as to protect American marfacturers end 
producers from competition by foreign low- 
priced labor, operate equally in all parts 
of the eager € The effort of the com- 
mission by a rigid general order, to deprive 
the inland consumers of the advantage of 
through rates, and to thus give an advan- 
tage to the traders and manufacturers of 
the large seaboard cities, seems to create 
the very mischief which it was one of the 
objects of @h*% act to remedy.” 

The judgment of the court was that the 
decree of the Court of Appeals be reversed; 
that the decree of the Circuit Court be re- 
versed, and the cause remanded to that 
court with instructions to dismiss the bill. 

Mr. Justice Harlan read a vigorous dis- 
sent from the judgment of the court, and 
Chief Justice Fuller, and Justice Brown also 
recorded their dissent. 





AGAINST CONSOLIDATION, 


Decisions Affecting the Great North- 
ern and Louisville and Nashville. 


WASHINGTON, March 80.—The efforts of 
Thomas W. Pearsall, a stockholder in the 
Great Northern Railroad Company, to pre- 
vent a consolidation of that corporation 
with the Northern Pacific Railroad had a 
successful issue to-day, when Mr. Justice 
Brown announced the opinion of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. The 
case came up from the Circuit Court for 
the Eighth Circuit, which ruled against 
Pearsall. He contended that the proposi- 
tion to unite the two systems was in viola- 
tion of the law of Minnesota, enacted in 
1874, which prohibited the consolidation of 
competing lines of road. On the other hand, 
it was the contention cf the railroad man- 
agers that the Jaw was a violation of the 
provision in the charter of the Minneapolis

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of the Great Northern line, authorizing it 
to lease or purchase other lines of road. 
The question before the Supreme Court 
of the United States, said Justice Brown, 
was whether or not the law of 1874 was an 
impairment of the vested right of the 
Great Northern Company. Discussing the 


meaning of the term of vested right, the 
opinion stated that, in the view of the 
Court, it did not extend beyond a right ac- 
quired by or under executed contracts. 

t was within the power of the Legislat- 
ure, under a general permission, such as 
expressed in the Minneapolis and St. Cloud 
charter, to acquiré other roads, to declare 
that it shall not be used to acquire compet- 
ing lines, and thus construct a monopoly, 
which for 800 years has been held by the 
courts in England and this country to be 
odious and against public policy. 

The judgment of the Circuit Court was 
reversed, and the case rerhanded with in- 
structions to proceed in accordance with 
the opinion. r. Justice Field and Mr. Jus- 
tice Brewer dissented from the judgment 
of the court. 

Mr. Justice Brown also read the opinion 
of the court in the similar case of the u- 
isville and Nashville Railroad Company vs. 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky, appealed 
from the Court of Appeals in that State. 
The Louisville and Nashville Company had 
arranged to purchase control of the Chesa- 
peake, Ohio and Southwestern Railroad 
Company, which would ae it practical 
monopoly of the railroad business between 
Louisville and Memphis, and the “State 
brought suit for an injunction to prevent 
the carrying out of the contract, on the 
ground that it would be a violation of the 
law of the State forbidding the consolida- 
tion, by lease or purchase, of competing 
lines of road within the State. The in- 
junction was issued by the inferior court 
and sustained by the Court of Appeals. 
This judzement the Supreme Court of the 
United States affirmed. The opinion de- 
clared it to be the opinion of the court 
that not only was the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Company forbidden to purchase, but, 
by the Constitution of Tennessee, of which 
the Chesapeake, Ohio and Southwest- 
ern was a citizen, it was incompetent to 
sell. The conclusion of the court was con- 
curred in by Justices Brewer and White. 


Baltimore and Ohio Interest. 


BALTIMORE, March 30.—It was officiaily 
announced this afternoon, at the Treas- 
urer’s office, that the interest on the ex- 
tended 4% per cent. bonds of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad Company would be paid 
April 1. The payment of the interest on 
this issue may mean that all interest 
charges will be met when due. Consid- 
erable uncertainty had been felt among 
Baltimore and Ohio security holders as 
to whether or not the interest payments 
would be made. It was realized that de- 
fault on April 1 (some of the oldest bonds 
of the company being included) would mean 
no hope of getting any returns on other 
bonds of the corporation, and there was, 
therefore, a gocd feeling in financial cir- 
cles when the announcement was made, 

There is some anxiety in regard to the 
interest payments on the securities of the 
Pittsburg and Western branch, which is 
operated by Mr. Thomas M. King, as re- 
ceiver. No default has yet occurred on 
the securities of the Pittsburg and West- 
ern, but there is doubt as to the payment 
of the coupons due May 1 on the second 
mortgage bonds. The interest on the first 
mortgage bonds, due July 1, it is stated, 
will be met. It is not thought that any- 
thing in the way of reorganization of the 
Pittsburg and Western will be done during 
the present year.

It was also 
stipulated that “‘all State and National 
appointments in this territory ” procured 
by Quay or his friends should be satis- 
factory to the bosses “of the second 
part,” and that all “legislation which 
may affect their [the Pittsburg bosses’] 
business’’ should have Quay’s “ hearty 
co-operation and help.” QuaAyY was re- 
quired to support the county and city 
candidates nominated by the Pittsburg 
dictators, and was to get rid of certain 
State Senators who were hostile to their 
projects. 

A counter-proposition or treaty was 
forwarded to FLINN and MAGEE by Quay 
from Washington.

“Until Jan. 1, 1900, the following shall 
be the political conditions in Allegheny 
County.” Quay was to have “ the abso- 
lute support” of the Pittsburg bosses 
“in State and National politics,” and the 
support of members of the Legislature 
for his re-election to the Senate in 1899.

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THE GOLD EXPORTS, 
The talk last week about the slight ad- 
vance the rate of foreign 
and the chances of the “ renewal” of gold 


in exchange 
exports varied in tone, not so much ac- 
cording to the views as according to the 
interest and purpose of the man who 
happened to be talking. There was 
rather a feeble effort made in some quar- 
ters to present it as a threatening sign, 
and there were several essays published 
pointing out either what the Govern- 
ment ought to do or its helplessness to 
do anything to “ check the movement.” 
As a matter of fact, the net exports or 
imports of gold from the Ist of January 
to the 26th of March—practically 
first quarter of the year—for the last six 
years show that the situation at present 
is not one which careful and candid ob- 
servers need to look upon with any un-

In words we are at this date 
520,000,000 to the good in the gold move- 
ment as compared with last year, $9,000,- 
000 as compared with 1894, and $36,000,- 
000 as comparea with 1893. In addition, 
we have to recall that the free gold in the 
Treasury is now nearly $129,000,000. In 
these circumstances it is hard to see 
how ay increased export of gold, which 
may be expected, can seriously affect the 
only element from which we need look 
for mischief, the gold reserve. It is large 
enough now to withstand any demands 
that are likely to be made on it for a 
considerable time, and its condition calls 
for no action of any importance by the 
Government, On the contrary, the course 
of the market since the last loan was 
closed has, on the whole, pointed to a 
healthy state of the money supply with 
reference to a drain upon the reserve. 

The difficulties under which the coun- 
try has suffered in this matter have been 
due to two causes—inflation on the one 
hand and uncertainty as to the complete 
maintenance of gold payments. Of these 
the latter is by far the more important, 
because if there were no doubt and no 
room fox doubt as to the sure payment 
at all times of all obligations in gold, 
the redundancy in the currency would 
gradually correct itself. As it is now, the 
arbitrary and artificial inflation which 
went on for fifteen years, from 1878 to 
1893, was stopped at the latter date. 
There is no present danger that it can be 
renewed. There is, in fact, only the 
mere shadow of a remote danger that 
that will happen. On the contrary, there 
is a strong and steady tendency of public 
opinion in exactly the opposite direc- 
tion. Every one can see that no law can 
possibly be passed in this Congress by 
which the Government currency can be 
increased. Even the silly notion of 
“coining the seigniorage,” which at one 
time was so enticing ¢o some men who 
ought to have known better, and would 
have known better had they been guided 
by business judgment and not by poli- 
tics, has been thrown over. 

Nor is this the best of the case as it 
stands. Not only is there no danger that 
Government issues will in any way be in- 


but there de 





those which are already so heavy and 
trying a burden upon the gold reserve of 
the Treasury. It is not venturing much 
to say that if within the next few years 
anything be done as to the currency, it 
is more likely to be the withdrawal of the 
Treasury notes of 1890 and a part at 
least of the legal-tengder notes, than it is 
to be anything else. Our readers know 
very well that we are not at all inclined 
to belittle the evils of our present system 
of Government finance and currency. We 
have exposed them with all the vigor 
possible for years. We have always felt 
sure that sooner or later they would be 
corrected. We are now more sure than 
at any previous time that the reform is 
in sight and will not long be delayed.

POINTS OF RAILWAY LAW. 





Four decisions of importance to rail- 
road interests were handed down by the 
United States Supreme Court yesterday. 
Two of them, by settling long-disputed 
points in the interpretation of the inter- 
State commerce law, remove vexatious 
elements of uncertainty from railway 
traffic regulations. In the much-discussed 
** Social Circle Case,’ which involved the 
1egal scope of the long and short haul 
clauses of the inter-State commerce act, 
the Supreme Court decides against the 
railroads. As the law is enunciated, ship- 
ments on a through bill of lading, from a 
point in one State to a point in another, 
are subject to the operations of the law, 
and this applies to any of the roads mak- 
ing up a through route, although that 
road may lie wholly within a single Staite. 

The decision of the court in the case of 
the Texas and Pacific Road against the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission will be 
of great pecuniary advantage to the rail-

court overrules the requirement of the 
commission that railroad companies shall 
carry New-Orleans 
from a foreign country to San Francisco 
at the same rate as freight originating at

New-Orleans, or at other points in the 
United States shipped via. New-Orleans. 
In deciding this case in favor of the rail- 
road company the court holds that the 
commission is bound to consider all of the 
conditions governing the carrying of traf- 
fic, and, therefore, is bound to note that 
the interests of others besides shippers 
at Atlantic ports are entitled to consider- 
ation. 

The other decisions handed down by the 
Supreme Court reaffirm the principle that 
competing lines of railroads should not be 
allowed to consolidate. The Great North- 
ern is interdicted from consolidating with 
the Northern Pacific, and the Louisville 
and Nashville is prohibited from acquir- 
ing any proprietary interest in the Ches- 
apeake and Ohio Southwestern Railroad. 
Both of these cases have attracted much 
attention. Interest in the proposed con- 
solidation of the Great Northern and the 
Northern Pacific lapsed with the success- 
ful formation of an absojutely independ- 
ent plan of reorganization for the North- 
ern Pacific Road, but the effect of the 
Louisville and Nashville decision yet re- 
mains to be determined.

The specific complaint against him is, of 
course, that he did not resist with suffi- 
cient vigor and effectiveness the English 
encroachments in Egypt, and it is evi- 
dent that he did not resist them effect- 
ively. That France threw away a great 
opportunity when she refused to co-op- 
erate longer with England in the affairs 
of Egypt must long ago have become 
plain to every discerning Frenchman. 
Her only interests in Egypt are her in- 
terest as a Mediterranean power with 
possessions on the south shore of that 
sea, and her interest as the corporator 
and nominal owner of the Suez Canal, of 
which, however, the real ownership is 
largely British, and Great Britain is so 
much the largest customer that it may 
almost be said she is the only customer. 
Probably quite three-fourths of the tolls 
of the canal are paid by British ships. 
The nominal owner of the canal is not 
even second on the list of its customers, 
that place being held by Germany. To 
make too much of the nominal ownership 
of the canal, and to raise a national issue 
with the British procedures on account of 
it, seems therefore’ to partake of that 
somewhat officious and ‘“ forthputting” 
character which" has for some years 
marked the foreign policy of France in 
general. Whatever new ground she at- 
tempts to open in the East, it appears

establish ‘“‘ zones of influence ’’ in regions 
in which somebody else is doing the busi- 
ness may amuse the electorate, but seems 
to lack solidity as a national policy.

Even 
after fourteen years, the French assump- 
tion is that the British occupation is only 
a temporary expedient, and that as soon 
as the troubles arising from the mutiny 
of 1882 are composed, the British must 
go. That assumption would be quite im- 
possible to maintain in the face of a new 
British and Egyptian expedition to the 
Soudan. The fact that such an expedi- 
tion would have the effect even if it had 
not the purpose of creating a diversion 
for the benefit of the Italians in Abys- 
sinia would not make it more acceptable 
to French feeling. 

It is evidently to this feeling that M. 
SERTHELOT has been sacrificed. Al- 
though he protested, he did not speak 
loud enough to intimidate the British or 
to satisfy the French.

PHILADELPHIA, March 30.—The Manufact- 
Club had a lively row to-night at 
a meeting called to make a declaration of

the club’s sentiment on the financial ques- 
tien. 


Since the meeting in Washington about 


two weeks ago between certain manufact- 
urers of this city and certain Western silver 
Senators, the club has been agitated by the 
reports sent out of that meeting. Some of 
the gentlemen present at the meeting have 
not hesitated to say that they were “ bun- 
koed ” by the silver men into meeting them, 
and that the alleged report of the meeting 
was misleading and in many essentials 
false. 

The club determined that its position 
shoulé be known. A _ special meeting for 
that purpose was held to-night. 

The assembly rooms of the Manufactur- 
ers’ Club not being large enough to accom- 
modate all who wished to attend the meet- 
ing, it was held in the banquet hall of the 
Union League Club. 

When President Robert Dornan called 
the meeting to order he faced what was 
probably the largest assemblage of manu- 
facturers which ever had gathered together 
in Philadelphia, Fully 600 men were present, 
and hardly a great manufacturer of Phila- 
delphia was absent. A list of those at the 
meeting would be little more than a direct- 
ory of the yarious manufacturing interests 
of the city. 

The silver men and bimetallists came to 
the meeting full of fight, but the gold men 
were ail powerful and carried things 
through with a rush. 

President Dornan, in calling the meeting 
to order, said that it had been called for 
the purpose of discussing the.subject which 
had agitated the country for many months, 
but particularly on account of the reports 
that had arisen out of the recent meeting 
in Washington. Mr. Dornan said that it 
was only fair to say that those manufact- 
urers who went to Washingtog and met 
the silver Senators went there individually 
and not as members of the Manufacturers’ 
Club, and that nothing that was done at 
that meeting committed the club to any 
line of policy. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Dornan’s re- 
marks the gold men offered a_ resolution 
Which effectually limited a lengthy debate. 

John A. Converse of the Baldwin Loco- 
motive Works made this motion: 

** Our policy should be action and not talk. 
I theretore move that the speeches be lim- 
ited to five minutes, unless by unanimous 
consent.”’ 

An amendment was offered to Mr. Con- 
verse’s motion that the time be extended to 
ten minutes. 

The silver men and bimetallists were 
promptly on their feet in opposition to Mr. 
Converse’s motion. 

Charles Heber Clark, editor of The Manu- 
facturer, and a pronounced bimetallist, said 
that he had come to talk, and he desired to 
talk as long as he wanted to.

Whereas, The e r¢ ports have cr2ated the impres- 
sion that the friends of a protective tariff are 
willing to compromise the cause of protection by 
indorsing the free and unlimited coinage of silver 
at a ratio of 16 to 1, in exchange for additional 
protection, and, 

Whereas, These statements are not only com- 
promising the integrity and patriotism of our 
manufacturers as individuals, but especially so 
as members of the Manufacturers’ Ciub; there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved, That the Manufacturers’ Club, speak- 
ing for its members, emphatically denounces as 
false the statement made by the friends of free 
silver and echoed by those of free trade, that our 
Philadelphia manufacturers are willing to bar- 
ter with the silver Senators for the free coinage 
of silver in exchange for additional protection. 

Resolved, That the question of bimetallism can 
be permanently settled only through an interna- 
tional agreement, and that the Manufacturers’ 
Club declares its unalterable opposition to the 
free coinage of silver by the United States alone, 
firmly believing that such a policy will résult in 
disaster at home and dishonor abroad, and would 
only operate to place this country upon*the basis 
of silver monometallism.

Whereas, The cost of production in the Old 
World, and particularly in China and Japan, is 
less than products can be produced or manu- 
factured in this country by American labor, 
without reducing our farmers, miners, mechan- 
ics, manufacturers, and industrial workers to 
the level of Chinese coolies; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we are in favor of rescuing 
the people of the United States from such im- 
pending danger by removing the difference of 
exchange between gold-standard countries and 
silver-standard countries by the only method 
possible, which is the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 by the 
independent action of the United States, and we 
are in favor of a tariff which shall be’ suffi- 
clent to equalize the cost of production in 
the United States and in European and Asiatic 
countries, and that the protection incident to 
such tariff shall be equally distributed in every 
section of the United States, and between the 
various products and industries of each State. 

James Dobson, the carpet manufacturer, 
spoke in favor of the United States open- 
ing its mints to silver, if it was not pos- 
sible to effect an international bimetallic 
agreement. Mr. Dobson said he was a Re- 
publican, but he did not believe that any 
single metal standard would bring pros- 

erity to this country, and that if we ad- 

ere to gold monometallism it would land 
us in adversity. 

Mr. Dobson offered a substitute resolu- 
tion. The preamble reaffirmed the money 
plank of the Minneapolis Convention, and 
the resolution was as follows: 

That the Manufacturers’ Club of Philadelphia 
accept this declaration and reaffirms it with an 
expression of the opinion that international co- 
operation is necessary for the safety of an at- 
tempt to restore bimetallism. 

Richard Campion, a manufacturer of 
yarns, offered another substitute resolution 
which practically was a_reaffirmation of 
the money plank of the Minneapolis plat- 
form. 

The meeting by this time had beccme 
very stormy, and the speakers were fre- 
quently interrupted by cries of ** Question!’ 

The vote was taken first on Mr, Campion’s 
substitute, and it was defeated overwhelm- 
ingly.

There is a legend widely current among

Afterward he joined a small band of in- 
surgents, and was captured in a fight with 
the troops, in which he was wounded in 
the arm, in both hands, and in the fingers. 
His right hand was amputated in a hos- 
pital. Insurgents have burned Penalver, a 
small town two leagues from Guanahacoa, 
Province of Havane. They hanged the 
Alcade. 

Col. Moncada reports that his command, 
in the Siguanea Valley, destroyed 100 
houses that the insurgents were using as 
infirmaries and workshops. In the fight- 
ing the rebels lost eight killed, including 
one bearing the title of ‘* Gov.’’ Castro. 

A detachment of troops, acting in con- 
cert with a gunboat, fought an insurgent 
force at Rincon, near Cape Cruz. Three 
rebels were killed, among the number be- 
ing the leader, Cervino, who had just land- 
ed with an expedition from Jamaica. 

The warship Aifonso XII. fired by mis- 
take upon the Spanish coasting steamer 
Alva, off Matanzas. One blank shot and 
five balls were iired at her, but no dam- 
age was done.

Republican officials who held office under 
the old régime, These people are very bitter 
against Mayor Lebkeucher on the ground 
that he took new material to fill his offices. 
On that account they turned out in force 
at the polls to-night to defeat him ®or re- 
nomination. f 

In some of the wards the partisans re- 
sorted to fistic encounters to aid their 
causes, but in none of the districts was 
there a really serious fight. The police pre- 
vented the fights from becoming general. 
Long before the vote had been completed 
the result was certain. The administration 
swept the city from end to end, and the 
renomination of Mayor Lebkeucher is al- 
most a certainty. It is probable that Com- 
missioners Jerolomen and Bailey of the 
Boar of Public Works will also be renomi- 
nated, 

The most surprising 
night’s balloting was the defeat of John 
(. Eiselle in his own district. His ticket 
ran six votes behind the administration 
ticket. When this was known, the follow- 
ers of the administration forces went wild 
with joy. They had not recovered when it 
became apparent that .Commissioner Stains- 
by had also been defeated in his own dis- 
trict. 

It is uncertain who the Democrats wiil 
nominate for Mayor, but it now looks as 
though the same tickets that were nominat- 
ed at the last city election will be again 
placed in the field, Mr. Lebkuecher by the 
Republicans, and James Sey#Your by the 
Democrats.

LIEUT. GENERAL NOT NECESSARY. 


Secretary Lamont Opposes the Bill to 


Raise Miles’s Rank, 


WASHINGTON, March °30.—The letter of 
Secretary of War Lamont. returning to 
Gen. Hawley, Chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs, without ap- 
proval, a bill pending before the committee 
bestowing upon Gen. Nelson A. Miles, the 
General commanding the army, the grade 
of Lieutenant General of the Army, was to- 
day made public. Accompanying the letter 
were voluminous extracts from the military 
records of Gens. Scott, Grant, Sherman, 
Sheridan, and Schofield, who held the grade 
of Lieutenant General, and of Gens. Miles, 
Ruger, and Merritt. In the course of the 
letter the Secretary says: 

Since the organization of the Government, but 
six officers of the army have held the grade of 
Lieutenant General, and in no instance has an 
officer attained this rank until he has success- 
fully commanded the whole or a separate army 
in battle and active campaign. 

The grade was created in 1798, when a com- 
mander was to be provided for an army expected 
to be required in the impending war with France. 
The office ceased to exist in December, 1799, with 
the death of Lieut. Gen. Washington. 

The officers promoted in pursuance of the stat- 
utes reviving the grade of Lieutenant General 
were Major Gens. Scott, Grant, Sherman, Sheri- 
dan, and Schofield. 

Noting that the grade of Lieutenant General 
has not been regarded as a permanent office 
necessary to our army organization, and has 
been conferred only upon a few of those officers 
who have rendered marked service in war; that 
the complimentary rank, when bestowed, has 
often been withheld until long after the demon- 
stration of this superior ability, and has only 
been voted as a reward of great military genius 
and most conspicuous leadership, the conclusion is 
reached that whatever the merits and promise of 
any officers of our peace establishment who as 
yet have had no opportunity to demonstrate their 
genius and capacity as commanders of large 
armies by the measure heretofore required, the 
existing conditions do not demand its revival at 
this time. 

It is believed that Congress will give great 
weight to Secretary Lamont’s letter.

As announced in these dispatches a few 
days ago, the campaign to make Gen. Har- 
rison the Republican candidate is in active 
progress, though but little noise is being 
made, and the managers are doing every- 
thing in their ywer to avoid rubbing the 
fur of other candidates the wrong way. 
They have reasoned all along tnat, to use 
the parlance of the race track, McKinley 
would the pace at the beginning, but 
would become ‘* winded” long before the 
race was finished, and would drop out. 
They think they confirmation of their 
theory already. McKinley seems to be 
going at his best now, and his backers are 
evidently trying to make themselves believe 
that he is going faster than he really is.

While the machine has been about its 
silent work of selecting Harrison delegates 
who were ostensibly for McKinley, great 
care has been taken to so shape matters 
that the Republican masses should not be- 
come too devoted to the Ohio man’s cause. 
Every resolution favorable to McKinley has 
had a preamble deploring Gen. Harrison’s 
*yrefusal’’ to be a candidate. The party 
has been thus put in the attitude of re- 
luctantly seeking a leader to succeed an 
idol. 

Since the Ohfo convention the Harrison 
people have been shaking théir heads grave- 
ly and lamenting the tendency of the suck- 
eye platform to ‘“* wabble.’’ There has been 
no open attack on McKinley, buf the lead- 
ers have not hesitated to regret that ‘“ we 
haven't a man like Harrison, whom every- 
body knows where to find,’’ though the 
only flatfooted public utterance that Ben- 
jamin Harrison ever made was in favor of 
the force bill. 

The possibility that Gen. Harrison might 
again be the candidate never has been lost 
sight of by anybody, for his friends have 
kept it constantly in the foreground. From 
time to time suggestions to that effect have 
been “ permitted ’’ to reach the public. For 
instance, about ten days ago Private Secre- 
tary Tibbitts casually mentioned to a re- 
porter that the General was in receipt of 
hundreds of letters from all over the coun- 
try, asking him to reconsider his determina- 
tion not to be a candidate. Mr. Tibbitts 
stopped there, leaving the public to infer 
vhether these letters in any way had in- 
riuenced the General. 

This ‘“ feeler '’ apparently roused no pro- 
test, for last Thursday ‘‘an intimate per- 
sonal and political friend of "Gen. Harri- 
son,’ presumably Daniel M. Ransdell, in 
his innocence, and, of course, with no idea 
that the story would get into print, related 
to a reporter the substance of a conversa- 
tion with the ex-President, who was quoted 
as saying, in reference to St. Louis possi- 
bilities: ‘* There’s a vast difference between 
volunteering and being drafted.'’’ Gen. Har- 
rison presumably is too much of a patriot 
to resist a draft, or go to Canada to 
cape it. 

Vhe programme of the managers of the 
Harrison campaign is now well outlined. 
He wiil be drafted. A part of that pro- 
gramme will be to upset Gen. Grosvenor’s 
figures regarding Indiana. Five Congres- 
sional districts have not selected delegates 
to St. Louis, Their conventions have been 
ealled for dates just before the St. Louis 
meeting. 

They will declare that the logic of events 
has determined that Gen. Harrison is the 
only man to unite all elements of the party 
and lead it to victory; and that the action 
taken earlier in’ behalf of McKinley by sub- 
sequent events has been proved ill advised. 
The so-called McKinley delegates may hold 
out for one ballot, provided there is no 
chance for him, but not longer. Then In- 
diana in a solid body will start the stam- 
pede for *‘ the old commander.” 

Illinois, where Cullom has been 
by McKinley; lowa, where Allison has had 
to fight for his own; Nebraska, which has 
lost its Manderson, and Minnesota, whence 
came the Dayis scalp that adorns the Mc-

SCHAEFER DEFBATED GARNIER 
EASILY AT THE NEW GAME, 


Made Excellent Ruus by Careful, 


Steady Play in Madison Square 


Garden Concert Hall—The Eigit- 
een-Inch Balk Line Game Still an 
Experiment—The Visitor in Poor 


Form, and Schaefer Seemed to 


Lack Confidence in the Game. 


A new billiard game for the players of 
the championship class had its first trial 
last night in the Madison Square Garden 
Concert Hall before a representative party 
of clubmen, billiard lovers, and ladies, a 


score or more of the latter having places in 
the boxes in the gallery. 

The game was very like the old cham- 
pions’ game, which became too easy for 
the players of the first flight. The differ- 
ences were in the fact that the balk line 
was fixed at 18 inches instead of 14. 

After a long consultation between the 
players just before the hour set for the 
game, it was also agreed that but five shots 
should be made within the anchor limits, 
reducing the number by one-half from 
what has been the usual allowances be- 
fore the balls must be broken out of “ an- 
chor.”’ 

Jacob Schaefer, who has been christened 
by billiardists with a fondness for nick- 
names ‘‘the wizard of billiards,’’ and Al- 
bert Garnier, a French player of note, who 
at one time held two championships in this 
country, but who has been playing in Eu- 
rope since 1879, were the contestants. The 
game was 600 points up for a purse and 
stake. 

It could hardly be called a test of the 
merits of the new game, for Garnier was in 
very poor form, playing as if he had not 
yet got his “sea legs” off, and having 
some extremely hard luck when he did 
get the balls to running smoothly for him. 


Yet the Frenchman was as brilliant as 
he was erratic and unreliable, making some 
of those phenomenal draws and skyrocket 
shots that won him so many admirers and 
secured for him so many scholars back 
in the early 70’s, when he first appeared here 
as the phenomenal player of what were 
then called French caroms, to distinguish 
the game from the American four-ball 
game. 
For Frenchman, who has

taken on considerable 
siderable hair since his first appearance 
here, there was the heartiest sort of a 
welcome. Many of the clubmen whose hair 
is now getting thin in spots were among 
the spectators to see their old instructor 
try conclusions with the quiet and reserved 
Chicago expert. These improved every op- 
portunity to applaud a well-played shot by 
the French expert, and they graciously re- 
frained from even a polite snicker at the 
few massé shots he essayed with such 
seeming awkwardness after the brilliant

and lightning-like shots of the same kind 
made by Schaefer, whose only superior at 
this sort of shot that America has seen is 
other French experi, Fournil. 

Schaefer’s play was full of dash and vim, 
but lacked the brilliancy of sime of the 
games he has played at the fourteen-inch 

This was due to the evident fact 
he as yet lacked confidence in his 
to masier the drives necessary to 
the absolute control] of the balls when with- 
in the balk lines. But he showed plainly 
what the game will ultimately develop into 
—that is, careful straight caroms, draws, 
and drives at the ends of the table and 
along the balk-line drawn eighteen inches 
from the head and foot rails. He indulged 
in very little open and round-the-table play, 
keeping the balls at one end of the table 
in nearly every cne of his runs that passed 
the twenty mark, 

There was much more caution exercised 
than is his wont in his previous match 
games, and very few attempts at anything 
in the way of “‘ sky-rocket’’ billiards. That 
his twice-broken wrist has not interfered 
with his -ability to make brilliant massé- 
shots was repeatedly shown when such a 
shot.was needed for position. 

Play was called at 8:40, after the question 
of the number of shots to be made within 
the anchor line had been settled, Scha2fer 
winning the bank for the lead and choosing 
the spot ball. He exchanged his dress 
coat tor his “‘ mascot,”’ the black cardigan 
jacket, while Garnier discarded his coat 
and played in his shirt sleeves. Schaefer 
made his shot from the spot, tripped up on 
an easy one, and sat down with three but- 
tons to his credit. Garnier got but a single, 
and left the balls at the head of the table, 
where Schaefer toyed with them until he 
had put twenty-nine to his credit. From 
this up to the tenth inning the play was 
no better than that of amateurs of the 
better class. 

In the eighth Garnier made a pretty 
round-the-table shot, got the balls in good 
position, and missed on a kiss, playing as 
if very nervous, and without confidence in 
cue, balls, or table. 

In the tenth inning Schaefer again got 
the balls at the head of the table and 
ticked off thirty-nine points before he sat 
down, after missing a seemingly easy draw 
shot. Garnier scored nothing, and Schaefer 
had to do some open table play to get the 
six he scored in the eleventh inning. In 
the twelfth Schaefer again found the balls 
at the head of the table and rapidly added 
seventy-five to his score by delicate play, 
ending his inning on a miss cue while at- 
tempting a simple draw shot. The run 
was applauded even though there had been 
nothing in the way of brilliancy in it, un- 
less delicate nursing and driving for posi- 
tion may be termed brilliancy. Garnier 
ticked off fifteen in his half of this inning, 
making three or four showy draw shots 
and a couple of pretty force follows that 
evoked applause. 

A run of 53 went to Schaefer’s credit in 
the next inning, and he retired, not be- 
cause he missed, but for failing to get the 
balls out of balk. He got 37 of these by 
careful. play along the lines at the foot of 
the table, the thirty-eighth shot being a 
dazzler all around the table, with five cush- 
ions. He got the position he was after, 
but lost it on a kiss, and had to resort 
to open play for the next three shots. Then 
he et them along the line, and but for 
his failure to drive a ball out of balk might 
have accumulated several more points. 

It was in this inning that Garnier made 
his best run, one of 85, which included 
several of the pyrotechnic shots that al- 
ways win applause. On the nineteenth 
shot he stopped to file his cue tip, and 
showed how nervous he was by being forced 
to ask: ‘“*‘ Which is my ball, anyway?” 
Being put right, he went on with his 
game, and retired on a simple bank shot, 
in which he managed to miss both balls. 
This followed a pretty massé, that had 
been so liberally applauded as to bring 
the roses to the cheeks of the volatile 
Frenchman. 

A score for Garnier’s miss was all that 
Schaefer got in his next inning, and Gar- 
nier coaxed and drew and petted and 
caressed the balls for 23 more points, using 
the draw shot to good advantage. By 
steady, commonplace play, Schaefer rolled 
up 61 in the sixteenth inning, missing on 
a draw, and fetching his total up to $12, 
Garnier’s score being but 110. 

From this on to the twenty-fourth inning 
the play was commonplace in the extreme. 
In that inntng Schaefer made his top score 
of 76. He made his thirteenth shot, but 
Col. Foster, who acted as referee, did not 
see it. Garnier did, however, and acknowl- 
edged the fact, permitting Schaefer, who 
had the balls together at the head of the 
table, to go on to what proved his best run. 
His sixty-eighth shot was a pretty one, 
thrice across the table, a regular skyrocket 
affair, and, save for a long and delicate 
carrom across the entire length of the table, 
the most brilliant play he made during the 
evening. He failed on a force follow to the 
cushion. 

From that inning on Schaefer had things 
his own way, Garnier seemingly being un- 
able to play with any confidence or success. 
In the twenty-sixth inning Schaefer got in 
three very delicate and pretty massé shots 
with the balls at the head of the table. He 
at all times seemed to have the balls well 
under control, and failed to run out the 
game in both the twenty-seventh and twen- 
ty-eighth inning by missing simple cushion 
carroms when playing for position.

THE METEOR’S LIGHT CONSTRUCTION 


German Emperor’s Yacht Expected to 
Beat the English Cracks. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 

GLASGOW, March 21.—The Emperor of Ger- 
many’s racing cutter, being built by Messrs Hen- 
derson of Glasgow, is getting her decks laid and 
cabin fittings in readiness to fit it. These will be 
of the lightest material, and will be paneled the 
same as Defender’s, the reason being that Val- 
kyrie was handicapped by heavy paneling. The 
new cutter is expected to bea great success, and 
if not, her success for another season may be se- 
cured by aluminium plating. With aluminium 
outside and pantasote inside Americans will 
have to ‘‘con’’ over a new idea. Since our 
Highland ‘‘ Niagaras’’ are supplying the power 
without the expense of coal and steam, alumin- 


ium is getting cheap and common. The falls at 
Foyers, near Inverness, have been utilized for 
aluminum dynamos,, very much to John Ruskin’s 
horror, and one result reported is that ‘* por- 
ridge pots’’ of aluminium are getting quite 
common in Inverness, 

Queen Victoria, it is hinted, is getting dis- 
gusted with her visit to Cannes, since the Prince 
of Wales’s cutter Britannia is losing prizes to 
Fife’s Ailsa, and, what is worse, to the South- 
ampton hooker Satanita. Her Majesty, no doubt, 
feels’ this ‘‘drop’’ of Britannia severely, since 
yacht racing has been the only paying line of 
business the Prince has engaged in. The Queen 
has a woman’s and a mother’s delight in relics 
of successful occasions, and, it is recorded, has 
preserved the crimson and ermine gowns she 
wore at the first and great international exhibi- 
tion of 1851. It is alleged that her Majesty -has 
been so overwhelmed by the purses and Queen’s 
Cups the Britannia has won that she is storing 
away the worn-out racing mainsails with which 
the dollars were captured. 

But with Ailsa and Satanita winning prizes 
from the Britannia, we are wondering what may 
happen with our coming yachting season should 
the Emperor of Germany’s new Meteor wipe aut 
the three. How the Queen may feel over her 
own son being defeated by her bumptious grand- 
son is the problem motherly Bismarcks are trying 
to work out, and up to date very little has been 
made of it. 

Flat calms are spojling the Mediterranean 
regattas and records as well. Britannia, Ailsa, 
and Satanita are all in turn winners, with 
breezes or the want of them blamed for the 
result. Britannia was sent off to the Mediter- 
ranean without any ‘‘ improvements,’’ and this 
is no doubt against the, cutter, since both Ailsa 
and Satanita have had alterations. 

‘The lengthening of Satanita’s floor by taking 
the rake out of her sternpost has evidently im- 
proved her speed on the wind, and off the wind 
she still keeps up her reputation, and has im- 
proved on it by dropping both Ailsa and Britan- 
nia down the wind. A yacht cannot do every- 
thing, and in running down the wind a square- 
rigged ship can beat all the yachts ever built,

The borough of Tenafly,

which he used rather harsh terms in refer- 


ring to the “‘ Independents,” to whom he is 


‘opposed politically. 

Mayor James was formerly 
of this city, and subsequently Postmaster 
General, and is now President of the Lin- 
coln National Bank of this city. He is a 
Republican. He was elected Mayor of the 
borough of Tenafly two years ago, in op- 
position to the Democratic candidate, who 
was also indorsed by a citizens’ commit- 
tee. At the last election, held. this month, 
when two members of the Council were 
elected, the Republican candidates were de- 
feated by a combination of Democrats and 
Independent Republicans, designated by 
Mayor James as “ Mugwumps.” 

In his annual message Mayor James re- 
ferred to the action of the Independents as 
follows: 

,As one who 


Postmaster 


has always believed that, in 
the administration of Republican- -Democratia 
Government, it is absolutely essential that power 
be intrusted to one or the other party; and, hav- 
ing faith in the principles of my own party, I 
could not but regret that at the Jast election my 
party was not wholly successful. And yet, re- 
gret Is tempered by the knowledge that the suc- 
eessful candidates are men of high character, 
earnest in their convictions, anxious to do that 
which is best for the borough, and are, more- 
ever, straight-out party men. An _ experience 
which, you know, has been somewhat extended, 
Batisfies me that with power must come respon- 
sibility. 

The great peril that lies in the administration 
of those who call themselves ‘‘ Independents ’ 
isto be found in the fact that they are wholly 
free from discipline and restraint. They owe 
allegiance only to themselves. Their rightful 
province in a country like our own is that of the 
irresponsible critic. The record, I think, proves 
that their administration—when they have such 
opportunity—is more partisan than that of reg- 
ular party men, always unsatisfactory, and gen- 
erally disastrous. Claiming to be non-partisans, 
they aré usually the most intense and violent 
politicians. In political campaigns they are 
guerrillas; in public affairs they are Ishmaelites, 
and in social life, chronic fauitfinders. 

The publication of this message in The 
Tenafly Record raised a storm of protest, 
chiefly among those who had allied them- 
selves as “‘ Independents” with the Demo- 
erats at the last election, and so hud made 
possible the election of two Democratic 


members of the Council, in which there is 
stili a majority of Republicans. In the 
most recent edition of The Record ap- 
peared three communications o.. the sub- 
ject. Two of them were from Assessor 
Charles J. Everett and Dr. J. J. Haring, 
and the third was signed ‘‘ Semper Idem, 
(nit,)”” in which Mayor James is severely 
eriticised for his utterances, and threats 
are made to retaliate against the Repub- 
lican Party unless he apologizes for his 
language. 

Mayor James was at his desk at the 
Lincoln National Bank when a reporter for 
THE NEwW-YoRK Times asked him about 
the hornets’ nest he had raised at Tenafly. 
He seemed greatly amused at the whole 
affair. 

“Tt’'s a tempest in a teapot,” he said, 
“and that is all there is in it. It all comes 
ef my endeavors to secure the supremacy 
ef the Republican Party in Tenafly. TI 
have no patience with these ‘Mugwumps,’ 
and I propose to have them stand up and 
be counted. The language in my message 
referred to those who have no fixed polit- 
jeal pfineiples. One day they are one 
thing and the next day they are something 
else. I do not believé in such people, and 
I think I drew a pretty fair picture of 
them in my message.”

PERU’S IMPORTS OF. WHEAT. 





An American Steamship Line Might 


Seeure Her Trade with Chile. 


Mr. Jastremski, the United States Consul 
at Callao, Peru, in a report included in the 
United States Consular reports for the cur- 
rent month, ealls attention to the fact ihat 
460,202 fanegas of wheat were imported at 


Callao from Chili during the past vear. 
As a Chil.an fanegas is equivalent to 2,575 
bushels, the imports for the year amounted 
to 1,185,020 bushels. Consul Jastremski 
Says: 

This wheat was brought to Cailao by sailing 
vessels and by the Chilean and English steam- 
ships. which monopolize the coasting trade from 
Valparaiso to Panama. How much more was 
brought to the other ports of Peru and Ecuador 
I am unable to state. 

Chilean wheat, though nutritiye and sweet, is 
generally dark brown in color, and unsuited for 
making white bread or pastry. It cannot hear 
successful comparison with the white wheats of 
California and other Western States. 

A duty on flour favors its importation and 
milling in Peru. This, combined with the total 
lack of steamship transportation from San Fran- 
cisco and other ports of our west coast with 
the Pacifie coast of South America, save 
through a prohibitive re-shipment of cargoes at 
Panama, has effectually shut out American 
wheat and flour from the probable successful 
competition that might, under favorable ‘condi- 
tions, exist. 

Mr. Jastremski hopes that the establish- 
ment of an American steamship line be- 
tween one or more ports of the United 
States on the Pacific coast with Valparaiso 
and intermediate ports of South and Central 
America will soon be seriously considered.

the building. An insurance man had 
pulled off several boards from the ceiling 
at the head of the stairway to the third 
floor, and disclosed a wadding, nearly a 
foot thick, consisting of slivered portions 
of something which looked like husks, 
excelsior, shavings, and paper. As far 
as the boards were pulled off this sort of 
lining was disclosed. It could not be seen 
how far it extended. 

Old residents in the neighborhood de- 
clared the building had been considered a 
tinderbox for a quarter of a century. 

The place was vacated as a mattress fac- 
tory in 1881, and it was then turned into 
a@ dwelling house. Another story was put 
on the extension in the rear, which had 
been used as a carpenter shop. The whole 
building was cut up into small rooms, sep- 
Grated by pine-board partitions. Chief Lally 
Says it is the greatest wonder that a sin- 
gle occupant escaped Sunday. 

Col. S. Van Rensselaer Cruger, President 
of Trinity Corporation, which owns the 
property, said to a reporter yesterday: 
ees remember going over it about a year 
ago with the Superintendent of Repairs of 
the corporation to inspéct it personally. I 
ordered some papering, painting, and kalso- 
mining. 

“I do not know whether or not there was 
a fire escape on the house. The law, I 
believe, requires fire escapes on all houses 
in which more than three families live. 

“If the Fire Department had ordered a 
fire escape it woukl have been put up, for 
Trinity Corporation always complies with 
the law as to fire escapes.’”’ 

It was absurd, he said, to designate it as 
& ramshackle affair or fire-trap, any more 
than any other house or building likely to 
take fire and burn at a moment’s notice. 

The Fire Department men say responsi- 
bility for not having ordered fire escapes 
lies with the Building Department. There 
“were eighteen persons living in the house, 
and more than three families, so it was, 
according to law, a tenement house, and 
should have had fire escapes. 

Fireman Edward Welch, who fell from a 
ladder while attempting a rescue from the 
third story and injured his spine and broke 
both kneecaps, was little better yesterday. 
The surgeons at the New-York Hospital 
said that though he might rally, he could 
mot recover.

NOT TAKE ETHER. 


Mary Farrell Did Not Flinch While 


Having Her Arm Amputated. 


Remarkable courage was displayed by 
Mary Farrel, the laundress. whose arm 
was amputated at Bellevue Hospital Sunday. 
The young woman while at work in a hotel 
laundry had her left hand caught in a large 
steam wringer. The hand and wrist were 
terribly crushed. The doctors decided on 
an immediate amputation below the elbow 
joint. 

Preparations were made to place the un- 
fortunate young woman under the influence 
of ether, but she refused to take the an- 


aesthetic. She said she was strong and 
could stand the operation. The operation 
proceeded, and the patient watched the sur- 
eons with interest as they amputated the 
crushed hand and part of the arm. 

Miss Farrell did not show any fear or 
wince under the pain. She is twenty years 
old, and lives with her mother at 605 West 
Forty-seyenth Street. She was reported as 
doing well, yesterday.

Axnueduct Contract Measure Opposed. 


Corpdration Counsel Scott yesterday forwarded 
to Albany a remonstrance against the bill which 
would create a commission for the consideration 
of claims for extra work done on the new 
Aqueduct. Under this bill the claimants could 
compel the city to pay for work if they could 
get a decision from the Commission. It leaves 
the decision of the courts out of consideration,

Mr. Phelps’s address was practically an 
arraignment of the course pursued by the 
Government in the Venezuelan affair, and a 
denunciation of Congress for its attitude on 
the Cuban question. The Monroe doctrine, 
he said, had been brought strikingly before 
the country in the last few months. It 
had brought this country very near the 


verge of war with Great Britain, and was 
bringing us, for puget he knew, to a war 
with Spain. It had caused a paralysis of 
buSiness and a loss incalculable. his all 
came from the Monroe doctrine, 

At the conclusion of the address Justice 
Bartlett moved a vote of thanks to Mr. 
Phelps, and the audience dispersed. A re- 
ception for Mr. Phelps was held at the 
Hamilton Club, at which many prominent 
Brooklynites were present.

miles away. This leaves the new county as an 
unorganized territory, with twenty murderers ap- 
plying for writs of habeas corpus. Much con- 
fusion will result. Judge Henry W. Scott of 
Oklahoma City is drafting a bill to be introduced 
in Congress which will remedy this situation.

“Dutch * Harmon Believed by the Po- 
lice to be One of the Thieves, 


Herman Ladendorf, alias ‘‘ Dutch” Har- 
mcn, who was arrested Sunday night on 
suspicion of being concerned in the robbery 
of freight cars on the West Shore: Railroad, 
Was remanded in the Essex Market Police 
Court yesterday with James O’Brien, alias 
George Smith, who was arrested Saturday 
night. 

The supposed ringleader of the freight- 
car thieves, Daniel I. Gilmore, alias Golden, 
was arrested last week. “ Dutch’? Harmon 
gave his age as forty-five years, and his 
home as 501 West Sixty-second Street. He 
has been employed for some time at the 
foot of West Thirty-sixth Street in handling 
freight, which was subsequently  trans- 
ferred to the West Shore Railroad. The 
police believe that he gave Gilmore and 
O’Brien information as to what certain 
cases of freight contained, and in what 
cars they were placed. These cars were 
marked, and one of the band would ac- 
company the train. The selected cases 
were thrown from the train near Engle- 
wood, N. J., and were taken to Herman 
Meyer’s warehouse, at 300 West Eleventh 
Street. 

‘**Dutch’’ Harmon has had a long crim- 
inal career. He has served a number of 
terms in State prison since 1871. The last 
time he was arrested, however, was in 1879, 
when he was taken in custody for the rob- 
bery of freight cars on the New-York Cen- 
tral Road, at Fishkill Landing, N. Y. For 
this offense he served a term of four years 
in prison. Since his release he has given 
the police the idea that he had reformed, 
but they now believe that he has been rob- 
bing the West Shore Road ever since he 
has been connected with it. 


PARIS MEETS WITH AN ACCIDENT. 





Grounded on West Bank Coming in 
Sunday—Floated Last Night. 


On the West Bank,inthelower bay, a 
shoal beloved by ships of the American 
Line and only recently vacated by the 
New-York, the Paris rested yesterday. The 
vessel struck on the shoal on Sunday after- 
noon and remained fast until last night, 
when’ she was floated by the aid of a fleet 
of tugs. 

After finding deep water she made her 
way to a point off the Quarantine station, 
where she anchored at 9:40 o’clock last 
night. Capt. F. M. Parson, who formerly 
commanded the Southwark of the Red Star 
Line, is in command of the Paris, and Pilot 


Arthur Gridley was said to have been in 
charge at tthe time of the accident. Capt. 
Parson was interviewed from a rowboat 
after the Paris had let go her anchor off 
Quarantine. He declined to enter into de- 
tails, but said that, after rounding the 
Southwest Spit, early Sunday afternoon, 
and during clear weather, the steamer 
struck just south of the Quickstep Buoy. 
She was floated, uninjured, at high water. 

From other sources it was learned that 
the Paris was drawing twenty-six feet of 
water when she went ashore. Of the 2,000 
tons of coal which she had on board, 150 
tons had been expended during the run up 
the coast. The rest was discharged into 
barges which had been sent alongside to 
help lighten the ship. The Paris is from 
Newport News, Va., whence she sailed on 
Saturday. To that place she had been sent 
to under, an overhauling, and was on her 
yer.

OBITUARY RECORD. 


Roderick B. Seymour. 


Roderick B. Seymour died at his home, 7 
Paulmier Place, Jersey City, last night, 
from pneumonia He had been appointed 
District Court Judge by Gov. Griggs, but 
had not formally assumed office. He was 
ill when appointed and arranged with Judge 
Porter, whom he succeeded, to sit until 
his recovery. Judge Seymour was born in 
Newark, Ohio, May 21, 1843. His father, 


Ephraim E. Seymour, came East shortly 
after and engaged in engineering. He was 
the contractor that built the Erfe tunnel. 
Judge Seymour was graduated from Colum- 
bia University, New-York. He enlisted in 
the Twenty-second New-York Volunteers 
in 1862 and took part in the engagement at 
Harper’s Ferry. When the regiment was 
mustered out he went to Jersey City. He 
raised a company of which he was elected 
Captain in 1864. Gov. Parker accepted the 
company and it became Company A of the 
Thirty-seventh New-Jersey Volunteers, and 
served under Gen. Butler and Gen. Grant. 

Judge Seymour was a prominent Repub- 
lican. He was made a Police Justice in 
1871; in 1882 he became a member of the 
Board of Finance, and in 1885 he was elect- 
ed to the Assembly. He was a member of 
the Republican State Committee from 1889 
to 1895. He was an active Mason and a 
thirty-second degree member of Hugh. de 
Payens Commandery. He leaves a wife, 
one son, and one daughter. 


Charles Lowe Damrell. 


Charles Lowe Damrell of Damrell & Up- 
ham, proprietors of ‘‘The Old Corner 
Book Store,’’ Boston, died Sunday of pul- 
monary embolism, at his home, The Lud- 
low, Trinity Terrace. He had been ill five 


weeks. He was sixty-nine years old. 

Mr. Damrel! was born in Portsmouth, N. 
H. He went to Boston in 1849 and secured 
employment in a book store. He became 
one of the proprietors of the famous ‘*‘ Old 
Corner Book Store,’’ at Washington and 
School Streets, in 1870. 

The building in which the store was sit- 
uated is the oldest remaining in Boston, it 
having been erected in 1712. 

The quaint old book shop has always 
been a favorite resort of the famous lit- 
erary men and women of the vicinity, with 
the most of whom Mr. Damrell was on 
terms of intimate friendship. Notably was 
this the case with Hawthorne, Emerson, 
Lowell, Whittier, Alcott, Longfellow, 
Holmes, and Bishop Brooks, 

Mr. Damrell was unmarried. His nearest 
relative is a nephew.

Ephraim Depuy. 


The Rev. Dr. Ephraim Depuy died at his 
home on Seventh Street, Lakewood, N. J., 
yesterday. He was born in 1814, in Roches- 
ter, N. Y., and was a descendant of the 
original Huguenots.

Seminary at ew-Brunswick. For some 
time he was connected with the Dutch 
Church, but changed to the Episcopal body, 
and for a number of years was associated 
with Dean Hoffman, at Christ Church, 
Elizabeth, N. J.

COLUMBIA MEN INDIGNANT. 


The Chicago University Declines to 
Keep an Agreement for a Debatc. 


There was much excitement and indigna- 
tion at Columbia University yesterday aft- 
ernoon when it was announced by the De- 
bating Union that the Oratorical Associa- 
tion of the University of Chicago had form- 
ally declined to keep the agreement for the 
interuniversity debate which was to have 
been held in this city on Aprijl 17. 

The excuse offered by the Westerners is, 
as worded by themselves in a letter re- 
ceived yesterday, that “‘ the.magnitude of 


the question and the difficulties in the way 
of obtaining the desired and necessary ma- 
terial were not fully comprehended until 
the subject had been more fully considered 
after the acceptance of the qutstion.’’ 

It was generally believed about Columbia 
University yesterday that this action will 
put an end to the Chicago University’s 
chances for ever again arranging for a dis- 
cussion with an Bastern college. 

Philip E. Brodt, President of the Debat- 
ing Union, telegraphed to the Oratorical 
Association early in January asking if it 
was possible to arrange for a debate. He 
received a reply saying a proposition for a 
debate would be hailed with delight. Co- 
lumbia mailed a set of conditions to Chi- 
cago two weeks later, and the Chicago men 
sent conditions to Columbia. Finally, an 
agreement was reached as to arrange- 
ments, and Columbia submitted this ques- 
tion on Feb, 28: 

Resolved, That in the election of the members 
of legislative assemblies, chosen by popular vote, 
provision should be made for the minority. 

The Chicago men accepted the proposi- 
tion on March 5, signed conditions, and 
asked for time to select their side. The 
Columbia men had a trial debate, selected 
their representatives, and raised $200 for 
the entertainment of the Westerners. Now 
comes the withdrawal, to which are added 
these words: ‘‘ We will submit proposals on 
April 7 for another debate.” 

There is no prospect of the Columbia men 
paying any heed now to a proposition from 
Chicago for a debate, 





DISASTROUS SEALING SEASON. 


A Great Decrease in the Catch and a 
Number of Accidents. 


St. JoHN’s, N. F., March 30.—The sealing 
steamer Labrador, the second of the fleet 
to arrive, came in to-night with 17,000 
seals. She reports that the Neptune has 
20,000, the Greenland 16,000, the Walrus 
9,000, and the Kite 9,000. Ten ships are 
empty. P 

The steamer Windsor Lake was lost four 
days ago. Her crew was saved by the 
steamer Hope, whose shaft is broken and 
she is sailing home. 

The steamers Ranger and Walrus have 
been badly crushed. The latter has a 
fair catch of seals. It is feared that this 
will be the worst fishing season for many 
years. Not a hundred thousand seals have 
is been reported as caught, as against 
50,000 last year. The season is likewise 
unequaled for disasters. Two vessels, the 
Wolf and Windsor Lake, have been lost, 
and the Hope has been disabled. Two oth- 
ers were crushed off Newfoundland and 
nearly foundered while trying to reach 
port yesterday. 





Browne’s Third Attempt at Suicide. 


NEw-BRIGHTON, 8. I., March 30.—William N. 
Browne, who attempted to end his life with 


laudanum at the Nautilus Hotel, Tompkinsville, 
poereee made a second attempt at the Smith 
nfirmary about 2 o’clock this morning. At mid- 
night the doctors pronounced him out of danger, 
and left him in charge of a policeman in the 
detention room. He covered himself and turned 
to the wall as if to sleep, and then with a large 
safety pin tried to open the arteries in his neck 
and left arm. Before coming to Staten Island Sat- 
urday night Browne attempted to end his life in 
a New-York hotel by turning on the gas. His 
purpose was discovered and he was driven from 
the place. 





The Cruiser Raleigh’s Speed. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—The official report 
of the Inspection Board charged with conducting 
the trial of the Government-built cruiser Ra- 
leigh has been received at the Navy Department. 
It shows a gratifying speed exhibit for the ves- 
sel, which made an average of 18.64 knots an 
hour for the four hours’ run, despite unfavorable 
wind and weather, causing the Raleigh to roll 
from 10 to 13 degrees. During the first hour 
the Raleigh developed a speed of 19.20 knots, 
increasing it to 19.34 in the second hour. In the 
third hour the speed was 1815, and in the 
fourth and last 17.88.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., March 30.—At a meete- 
ing of taxpayers to take action on the question 
of providing water works to be owned by the 
village there was much opposition to the re-= 
quirements of the Malby bill, which compels mu- 
nicipal corporations to purchase the plant of the 
existing company, if there be one. The commit- 
tee that had been appointed to go to Albany re- 
ported that an amendment had been made to the 
Malby bill allowing ninety days after the passage 
of the bill in which villages could proceed to 
construct plants under the old State law. The 
committee was directed to still oppose the bill, as 
{t is not all satisfactory. The taxpayers fa- 
vor the building of a Bronx Valley trunk sewer, 
and believe that the cost should be borne by all 
the towns in the watershed, instead of by only 
the property benefited. They adopted resolutions 
that the further widening, straightening, and 
deepening of the Bronx River be made a charge 
upon the property benefited. 





Bellevue Hospital’s New Ambulance, 


A new ambulance for Bellevue Hospital was 
put into use yesterday. It is known as No. 6, 
and is said to be the finest ambulance ever con- 
structed in this country. It stands about a foot 


higher than any of the other ambulances, and 
weighs only 1,300 pounds. The wheels of ths 
vehicle are equipped with solid rubber tires two - 
inches thick. It has a black top, and on each of 
its brown sides are the words, ‘‘ Bellevue Hos- 
pital Ambulance’? and a large red cross. A 
patent sliding spring stretcher is one of its 
features.

‘Whe Denialvate Will Make Gains in 
the Legislature, but the Repub- 
licans Wil Have Control—Gov. 
Lippitt Probably Will Be Re- 
elected—The Delegation 
Louts Will Favor Reed, but will 
Take Anybody to Beat MeKinley. 


” Provipence, R. IL, March 30.—At least 


once in four years a peculiar interest at- 


-taches to the Spring election in the State 


of Rhode Island, which still refuses to 
change its system of electing its general 


officers annually. The most spirited con- 


i 
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test ever known in the Commonwealth took 
place four years ago, when both of the 
great National parties did battle for the 
control of the State. At that time it spoke 
Sor Harrison and Aldrich. After a cam- 
paign of unprecedented dullness, the State 
‘will send out its voice for Reed and Al- 
drich Wednesday. 

Not that Aldrich is a candidate for re- 
election or is in any way directly before 
the people, but it is felt to be due to him 
that the Republicans of the State st@nd 
committed for Reed to such an extent that 
the delegation from this State to St. Louis 
will support the man from Maine, not only 
on the first and on the second ballot, but 
until Reed himself shall send word to them 
that they are released from further obliga- 
tion to him. 

Gov. Charles Warren Lippitt, who is at 
the head of a large manufacturing estab- 
lishment, and is one of the most unpopular 
Executives which this State has had for 
some years, undertook, with some outside 
assistance, to inaugurate a McKinley move- 


ment here. The party leaders united against J 


him, and the result of his efforts has been 
that the delegation from Rhode Island will 
go to St. Louis opposed to the man from 
Ohio more strongly, perhaps, than any oth- 
er delegation. This is a little peculiar from 
the fact that four years ago, when Senator 
Aldrich’s chances for election were in dan- 
ger, McKinley was one of the first to vol- 
unteer to come to his assistance, and there 
is no doubt that the efforts which the Ohio 
man put forth in this State were of much 
help to the Republican cause. The State 
politicians are wondering what is the cause 
of the breach between the two men. 

Gov. Lippitt is a candidate for re-election, 
and is opposed by George L. Littlefield, 
who was the Democratic nominee a year 
ago. Mr. Littlefield is a bank President and 
will poll the full strength of his party, 
which will not, however, be sufficient to 
elect him. The fact that Gov. Lippitt is 
little liked will be of some assistance to 
his opponent, and the Democratic managers 
profess to be hopeful of the general result. 
It is quite certain that the Democrats will 
make gains in the Legislature. ,In fact, 
they could hardly have a much smaller 
representation than at-present, from the 
fact that the tidal wave of Republicanism 
struck here a year ago with full force, and 
turned everything over to that party. The 
Democratic chances of carrying this city 
on the Assembly ticket are very good. The 
city has a Democratic Mayor, elected in 
November. In addition, the Democrats have 
a good Assembly ticket and some funds. 

It is the same old story in the country 
towns. They can be bought for either 
party, and the wonder is that some of 
the numerous millionaires who are looking 
for political preferment do not come here, 
ally themselves with the Democratic Party, 
and buy the State outright. They would 
be lonesome with the Republicans  be- 
cause that party always has plenty of 
money and is crowded with ambitious rich 
men. George Peabody Wetmore of New- 
York certainly is at present representing 
the State of Rhode Island in the Senate 
of the United States. 

So the towns will send in Republican 
delegations to the Legislature, though there 
are a number of them which are naturally 
Democratic and are likely to give a big 
Democratic vote at any time. In other 
words, the residents of the interior would 
greatly prefer to be bought to vote the 
Democratic ticket, but when only one par- 
ty is bidding they are ‘naturally forced, 
under their code of political ethics, to vote 
with that party. The next Legislature, 
therefore, will probably be Republican on 
joint ballot and that party may control 
both branches. It will keep the Senate 
because of the system of representation 
which obtains here, and there is not much 
probability of their opponents doing more 
than to secure a strong minority in the 
House of Representatives. 

The Republican Convention for the choice 
of delegates to the St. Louis gathering 
will be held ten days after.the election. 
The delegates are already chosen and the 
slate includes the names of well-known 
party men, all of whom are present or 
past office holders. They will do as they 
are told, and are consequently all strong 
Reed men. 

The Democrats will elect delegates to Chi- 
cago April 21. The delegation will be 
headed by Richard B. Comstock of this 
city, who is a warm admirer of Whitney. 
The most notable delegate will be James 
J. Van Alen, who will represent the City 
and County of Newport. Mr. Van Alen 
fs at presert in Europe, but the delegation 
from Newport is a unit for him and the 
convention will probably select him without 
opposition.

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MORE PAY FOR ENGINEER COLLINS. 


His Work in the Revenue Service Im- 
portant and Exnxncting. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—An effort is be- 
ing made to have the Chief Engineer of 
the Revenue Cutter Service more adequate- 
ly compensated.. The incumbent, John W. 
Collins, is an engineer of the service. He 
receives $1,800 a year,.litthe more than 
the average salary paid Government clerks.

The Treasury Department had previously 
paid $2,500 to an outside engineer, who 
gave a third of his time to the office. 
Since then the duties of the office have 
greatly increased. The engineer now at- 
tends to such matters as the preparation 
of specifications for engines and machinery 
for new revenue cutters, the general super- 
vision and inspection of all materials en- 
tering into the construction of both hulls 
and machinery of the boats, the charge of 
the installation and management of the 
electric apparatus, and the supervision of 
repairs to and operation of all cutters in 
the service, thirty-six in number. 

A Chief Engineer of the navy,.who does 
not have the divérsity of labor and extent 
of responsibility imposed on the Chief En- 
gineer of the Revenue Cutter Service, re- 
ceives from $2,800 to $3,700, according to 
length of service, while the Engineer in 
Chief of the navy receivés $5,000, the pay 
of a Commodore, while he is head of the 
buréau. 

It is proposed to make the pay of Mr. 
Collins, or any officer who may hereafter 
occupy his position, $2,500 a yéar, as more 
nearly approaching the sum due an officer 
with his duties and responsibilities.

The Actress Expects to Recover and 
" Return to the Stage.

SANTA FE’S DAMAGED POST OFFICE, 


No Fund upon Which the Govern- 


ment Can Draw to Secure Repairs. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—The Government 
is having trouble with its Abode Palace in 
New-Mexico. This structure is situated at 
Santa Fé, and a part of the edifice is used 
for Post Office purposes, and is in great 
need of repair, the total cost of which is 
not above $3,000. The Post Office portion is 
in a very dilapidated condition, and, from 
all accounts,~must be well nigh uninhab- 
itable. It needs new walls and ceilings and 
a nevw floor, while the roof needs repairing 
or replacing, at an estimated cost’ of $1,000. 

The Postmaster General has made repeat- 
ed efforts to secure funds from the public 
building allotment fund for the work, but 
no relief could be afforded, there being no 
appropriation under the Treasury Depart- 
ment for such extensive work. The regular 
fund for repairs to public buildings does 
not cover the Adobe Palace, according to 
the ruling of Secretary Carlisle, who was 
willing to authorize the expenditure out of 
the Post Office fund, had the Auditor not 
refused to pass such an account, 

A special appropriation must be asked of 
Congress for the needful repairs, which, if 
not made soon, will leave Santa Fé with a 
roofless Post Office.

ISLAND WATERS. 


Senson Opened There Yesterday While 
in the Rest of New-York State the 
Fish Are Protected by Law Until

The first trout angling for 1896 in the 
Eastern States was lawful’ yesterday on 
Long Island. It was not ideal weather for 
fly-casting or the use of the ‘garden 
hackle,’ but there was a lowery, temper- 


ate morning, and a sunshiny afternoon. 
The bait was not blown into the mouths of 


/the water witches, as the wind was north- 


east. High water, owing to the wet spells 
and thaws, was found everywhere, and the 
streams and estuaries were just a bit roily. 

In the rest of New-York State trout are 
protected by law until April 16. The dis- 
criminaticn in favor of Long Island is not 
understood by many, and it appears absurd 
to the general public that the sale or pos- 
session of Salmo fontinalis in this city before 
to-morrow fortnight is illegal and punisha- 
ble by a heavy fine, while for the cost of 
bridge or boat fare to Brooklyn one may 
enjoy the luxury of the first trout of the 
season without risk to the restaurant 
keeper who sells it. 

The law was framed as it is because Long 
Island trout are as to those of the rest of 
the State as Florida strawberries to such 
fruit as ripens in New-Jersey in June. 
Long Island’s climate, because of the salt 
water girting, is clement; the Shinnecock 
Hills are about the only eminence, and they 
do not count as the source of much trout- 
ing water, so that snow-thawing freshets 
do not delay angling, and many trout—the 
best in point of condition and flavor—are 
taken in estuaries, they having wintered in 
salt water. Little ice is as a rule found on 
the trout ponds after March 15, when the 
open season began under the old law. 

Still, in the opinion of many sticklers for 
the most rigorous enforcement of the law, 
and advocates of still further limitations of 
open seasons for the destruction of our 
fauna, it would have done no harm to have 
included New-York County in the privilege 
enjoyed by Kings, Queens, and Suffolk. 
New-York, having no trouting water, would 
have been but the mart, and Long Island 


the source of supply. With the price of 
early trout at from $1.50 to $2 a pound, 
there would have been little risk of exhaust- 
ing the resources of the island, and in a 
couple of weeks the market would be 
glutted and the price down to 50 cents a 
pound by supplies of trout from several 
States, 

Trout fishing will be lawful to-morrow in 
New-Jersey, Connecticut, Massachusetts, 
and Rhode Island. April 15 the season will 
open in Pennsylvania and New-Hampshire. 
A day later, as has been stated, the law will 
be ‘‘ off’’ trout in every part of this State. 
While on Long Island trout will rise to ar- 
tificial flies in a more or less languid fash- 
ion, according to habitat, as early as March 
i5, bait fishing has usually to be resorted to 
to fill the creel satisfactorily. In the rest 
of the State bait fishing runs far into April, 
when insect food begins to appear. 

Where trout rise with a slap and a dash 
at the artificial lure at this time of the year 
the angler is indeed fortunate. Of the few 
places where natural conditions favor such 
precocity in appetite are the crystal lakes 
in the preserves of the South Side Club at 
Oakland, near Islip and Green's River, at 
Sayville. In the latter waters, which form 
an estuary, the early fishing finds trout 
that may well be called gamy. They have 
gourmandized all the Winterdn 
so that thcy are in a condition that makes 
it risky to let one fall a distance a 
couple of feet on wood or rock. The 
chances are that the fish would bufst. Fish 
in this creek, which is now owned by E. 
R. Wilbur, Secretary of The Trout and 
Stream Publishing Company, run to a 
couple of pounds, and a half-pounder, when 
struck, sometimes runs a few feet of line 
from the reel. These trout were as bright 
as silver ingots when first taken from the 
water, and their carmine markings were 
brilliant. Nearly all estuary trout have the 
same excellent qualities, and twenty years 
ago a coterie of fortunate anglers had an- 
nually a Green’s River trout dinner at 
Sutherland’s. The fish were steamed, and no 
white wine in the cellar was too good for 
them. 

Until the season has advanced the trout 
from many of the Long Island ponds and 
streams are gray-fleshed and have an in- 
sipid or muddy taste, so that the best way 
to cook them is baking with a rich and 
highly flavored sauce. Some of the fashions 
ar32 4 la Bordelaise, au bleu, and A la Nor- 
mande. Later in the season they are palat- 
able boiled with Hollondaise sauce, fried 
after being covered with cornmeal, oiled 
and broiled, and en papillote. Soused like 
salmon or mackerel, they make an excellen. 
side dish for breakfast or supper. : 

Nearly every square foot of _ trouting 
water on Long Island is now strictly pre- 
served. In fact, it has been found that 
an acre of water in which trout will live 
is at least as valuable, if farmed for com- 
mercial purposes, as an acre of land, if, 
(and the conditional element is important,) 
it can be guarded against poachers, the 
bane of the trout-raising industry. Here 
and there are small streams, where the 
angler, unable to secure privileges by 
favor, or too poor to pay for fishing at $1 
per pound for his catch, will not be warned 
off, or run the risk of arrest. But the 
only free water of importance is the Nisse- 
quage River, at Smithtown, where it is 
navigable. This is bait fishing water, but 
every year the free fishers secure at least 
one trout of over three pounds. Carman’s 
River, near Yaphank, is partly free, but 
good points have been acquired for 
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private reercation. At its mouth, this 
river furnishes the best striped bass fishing 
on Long Island. 

Chief of the fishing points on Long Isl- 
and.are Lake Massapequa. near Brooklyn, 
and one of the sources of its water supply; 
Smithtown, on the north side, where, be- 
slue tue aviss Guage, are several private 
ponds and club waters; the South Side 
Club, at Oakdale; the famous Suffolk Club, 
at Yaphank; a number of ponds near Pat- 
ehogue; Brookhaven, with Fireplace Creek 
and Carman’s River; several ponds at South 
Oyster Bay, Sutton’s Pond at Babylon, 
Hyde’s Pond at Islip, the Duryea Pond at 
Glen Cove, Green’s River, Foster’s Brook, 
and the Robert B. Roosevelt Pond at Say- 
ville, the Jones Pond at Cold Spring Har- 
bor, the Gaines Pond and Prime’s Pond 
at Huntington, and Clock and other ponds 
at Bay Shore. 

Anglers of late years have, especially if 
getting on in years, abstained from gratify- 
ing their yearning to ‘“‘ wet a line”. in 
Long Island’ waters on the “first day,’ 
unless assured of pleasant weather. Royal 
Phelps once said that when young he de- 
lighted in going after trout in furs and 
waterproof moccasins, but as time traveled 
he let the young fellows do it for him. 
They were good vicars, and he was not 
—_ of them. In Mr. Phelps’s day the 
aw was off March 15. 

About 150 anglers went to various parts 
of the island on Sunday, and by the early 
trains yesterday. They were dubious about 
the weather, but bound to begin their 
favorite outing pastime.

Ex-Fish Commissioner Eugene G.° Black- 
ford was not friendly with the law that 
defers his famous trout exhibition at Ful- 
ton Market for a fortnight, but he chuckled 
as he pointed to his aquarium tanks and 
said: ‘‘Got an exhibition, anyway.” 

In the tanks. were the native trout and 
land-locked salmon from Maine which were 
exhibited at the sportsmen’s exhibition by 
Miss Cornelia T. Crosby, “‘ Miss Flyrod.” 
They were lively and handsome, but the 
salmon had rubbed the skin off their noses 
in woeful fashion. 

“TI believe we are going to have an ex- 
cellent season and plenty of fish,” said 
Mr. Blackford, “It is true the cold weather 
came when lakes and streams were low, 
but. we have had plenty of water in the 
worst part of the season, and I do not 
think that the trout have suffered.” 

Trout were to be had in Brooklyn yester- 
day in the first-class restaurants and at 
the clubs. Few tradesmen sold them, and 
there was no opening exhibition. Several 
men early in the morning who were be- 
lieved to be poachers from the neighbor- 
hood of Islip arrived with baskets of newly 
caught trout and quickly disposed of them 
in the residential neighborhood west of 
Court Street. It is suspected that the fish 
were obtained by robbing a preserve. 

News from the trouting waters of Sulli- 
van, Delaware, Greene, and Ulster Counties 
was not encouraging to those who hope for 
early angling. Much snow remained on the 
mountains and ice was yet in the creeks. 
There had been freshets that scoured the 
principal streams, notably the Willowemoc, 
Neversink, Beaverkill, and Rondout, 





EMPLOYES WERE ILLEGALLY PAID. 


No Provision for Those in a State 
Department Bureau, 


WASHINGTON, March 30,—Secretary Olney 
has discovered that unconsciously an illegal 
practice has*been pursued in the State De- 
partment. It is paying the employes of the 
Bureau of Statistics of that department 
from the annual appropriation for the prep- 
aration, printing, publication, and distribu- 
tion of the Consular and other commercial 
reports. 

This action was supposed to be warranted 
by the language of the appropriation, but 
is now found to be in conflict with a law of 
1882, which prohibits the employment of 
persons by any department ‘except only 
at such rates and in such numbers respecti- 
vely as may be specifically appropriated by 
Congress for such clerical and other per- 
sonal services for each fiscal year.’’ 

The discontinuance of this practice will 
seriovsly inconvenience the State Depart- 
ment in its work of editing, publishing, 
and distributing the Consular reports and 
of compiling the annual volume on com- 
mercial relations. Provisions for requisite 
clerical aid will be made, of course, in other 
annual appropriation bills. 

Additional force will be required in the 
Bureau of Accounts, owing to the increase 
of work in issuing of passports and the 
greater labor involved in keeping better de- 
partmental indexes, 

Secretary Olney has found that the rec- 
ords of the State Department have not been 
kept in ag full and complete a manner as 
might be. He believes there should be a 
comprehensive index system of business 
transacted by his department. As the pass- 
port division nets the Government $15,000 a 
year, the increase of the force is believed 
to be justified.

BARGE. TO CROSS OCEAN 





PLAN TO TOW OVER ONE OF STAND- 
ARD OIL COMPANY’S BOATS. 


English Tank Vessel Lackawanna 
May Do the Propelling, and No. 
58, Which Is of Steel. and Pro- 
vided with Four Masts, Will Trail 
After Her—Device Whereby Snap- 
ping of the Hawser May Be Avert- 
ed—Start to be Made About May 1. 


The Standard Oil Company will make an 
ettempt this Spring to tow a barge across 
the Atlantic Ocean, from either New-York 
or Philadelphia to some English port, 


probably Liverpool. 

This has never yet been tried. The Stand- 
ard Oil Company has been considering the 
plan for four years, and was about ready 
to make the trial last Summer, but for 
some reason the idea was given up for a 
time. 

It is now announced that a start will be 
made, in all probability, about May 1. 
Transatlantic towing, if possible at all, 
would be only possible in the Summer 
months. 

The company has been led to try towing 
across the ocean by the success of its two 
ocean-going karges, Nos. 57 and 58. The 
wae: | of these boats was built about four 
years ago, and other a year or two later. 

These boats have been towed by the 
company’s ocean-going tug Hercules, and 
the tank-towing steamer Maverick. The 
company is now building another steam- 
ship capable of doing the work of the 
Hercules. It is said by those who know 
the lighterage business that the company 
can transport oil by towing at one-fourth 
the expense of carrying it in tanks. 

These barges are used now between 
stations of the company on the Atlantic 
coast, the longest consecutive trip which 
they make being between Bangor and 
Philadelphia. 

The barge to be used in making the 
prospective trip across the ocean is No. 58. 
This is a steel tank barge, schooner rigged, 
with four masts. The sails are sometimes 
used to help along the steam power of 
the towing ship. 

The barge is 250 feet long, about 40 feet 
beam, and draws 16% feet of water. She is 
fitted with twelve tanks, each separated, 
so that, if need be, twelve different oil 
products might be carried. Each of these 
tanks will hold about 1,250 barrels, giving 
for the whole barge a carrying capacity 
of 15,000 barrels, which would make a 
total of 750,000 gallons. 

No. 58 will, it is expected, be towed by the 
Snglish tank steamship Lackawanna, owned 
by the Anglo-American Oil Company, the 
English branch of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany. The Lackawanna will herself carry 
in her tanks 1,800,000 gallons so that, with 
her tow, the load would reach the enor- 
— total of more than 2,500,000 gallons of 
oil. 
The barge does not look much like the 
common, broad-nosed, shallow wooden 
boats used for towing in the harbor, but is 
herself a rather handsome-looking ship. 
It is calculated that, in case of necessity, 
her sails could carry her to a place of 
safety. She is fitted with steam steering 
gear, windlass, and hoister, and will carry 
a crew of about eleven men. 

The novel feature of this barge, which 
is relied upon to make this trip successful, 
is her steam towing machinery. The great 
difficulty in towing in any but smooth waters 
has always been the constant danger of 
snapping the hawser. If the towing vessel 
and the tow happen to be one rising and 
the other falling in heavy waves, 4 sud- 
den strain is put upon the cable, so great 
that not even the four and a half or six 
inch steel cables which are used for this 
purpose can withstand it. The enormous 
power neefled to break one of these cables 
may be judged from the fact that the 
“breaking strain’”’ of one of these six-inch 
cables is 125 tons. 

To avoid this danger a number of ma- 
chines have been deviseds the most suc- 
cessful being the one on this barge. The 
main feature is a large iron drum some 
three or four feet in diameter firmly fas- 
tened to the main deck forward. 

On one side of this drum is a piston rod, 
connected with a steam chamber, in which 
ts always a quantity of steam, the expansive 
power of which forces out the piston and 
gives the large drum a constant tendency 
to turn and to turn in such a direction 
that the hawser will wind up and be kept 
always taut. 

Another device, however, is so arranged 
that any sudden pull on the cable, pro- 
duced for instance by a heavy wave, part- 


; ing the two boats, will open a steam valve, 


and instead of always tending to wind up 
the drum, will allow enough of the cable 
to unwind to prevent a sudden breaking. 
The outcome of this trial trip will be 
watched with great interest and with con- 
siderable doubts. An example of the danger 
of such expeditions can be found in the 
trip of this same barge, No. 58, about a 
year ago last March. She started from 
New-York to Philadelphia in tow of the 
Standard Oil tank steamship Maverick. 
In a heavy snowstorm off the Long Island 
coast the hawser snapped. The Maverick 
was unable to pick up her tow again and 
went on without her. The barge drifted 
along down the coast and was picked up 
by the English steamship Kate and taken 
She was found along the coast 
of one of the Southern States and it was 
nearly a week after the accident before 
the Standard Oil people heard of her. At 


‘that time she carried a crew of nine men. 


This accident occurred when no such de- 
vice as the towing machine was in use. 
The hawser was attached to a stationary 
fastening, and when the boats were thrown 
suddenly apart the 4%-inch steel cable 
snapped. The danger in this case was of 
course lessened by the nearness to the 
Experts say that in case the steam.

The question of long-distance towing is 
no new one, and a number of similar plans 
to the towing machine have been invented. 
One worked on a somewhat similar plan, 
clockwork being substituted for steam. 
Towing is now carried on successfully along 
the coast for very considerable uistances. 
The longest trip which a vessel often 
makes with a tow is from points in the 
West Indies to this port. That trip has 
been successfully accomplished many times.

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WOULD NOT REMOVE TAX 





CONTROLLER’S VIEWS ON PROPOSED 
TRANSIT AMENDMENT. 


Mr, Fitch, in Writing to President Ors 
of the Commission, Says to Exempt 
the Property of the Corporation 
Would Be Indefensible and Op- 
posed to the Constitution—In As- 
signing Contracts He, Too, Would 
Have Majoriiy Vote of Board. 


The bill proposed by the Commissioners 
exempting from local taxation the property 
of the company or person who shall oper- 
ate the proposed new rapid transit system 
has met with the opposition of Controller 
Fitch, who yesterday the following 


letter to President Alexander E. Orr of 
the Rapid Transit Commissioners: 

Dear Sir: Referring to your communication of 
the 18th inst., I beg to state that I have re- 
ceived from Mr. Delafield, the Secretary of your 
board, a copy of the bill recently introduced in 
the Legislature to amend the Rapid Transit act 
of 1891. 

Section 35 of this act is amended so as to pro- 
vide for the exemption from taxation of real 
property owned or employed by the person, firm, 
or corporation operating the road used for the 
generation or transmission of motive power, and 
real property of the contractor which may be 
used for storage or repairs of rolling stock, as 
well as the equipment and personal property used 
in connection with the operation of the road. 

While I appreciate the reasons which have 
doubtless prompted the Board of Rapid Transit 
Railroad Commissioners in formulating amend- 
ments to the law designed to secure advantageous 
terms upon which responsible persons may bid 
for the franchise, I think it is going too far to 
provide for such exemptions from taxation as 
those above stated. 

It is an elementary principle of law, as stated 
by Judge Cooley in his admirable work on tax- 
ation, that exemptions from taxation can be 
justified only in cases where a direct donation 
of public moneys would be justified. The ex- 
emptions from taxation provided by our laws 
for the benefit of certain charitable institutions 
are based on the theory that those institutions 
perform work, in caring for the sick and poor, 
&e., which, not done by them, would have 
to be done by the State, and, in consequence of 
which, the State is relieved pro tanto of a bur- 
den of expense which it wouid otherwise have 
to assume, 

The corporation which may bid for and obtain 
the franchise for operating this rapid transit 
road is not of such a character. Whatever may 
be the indirect effects of its operation upon the 
general public, it will be distinctly a money- 
making or business corporation, and not an elee- 
mosynary institution. To exempt the property 
of such a corporation would be, in my judgment, 
an indefensible legislative act and clearly op- 
posed to the spirit of our Constitution. 

Under the exemption provided for ‘ real prop- 
erty used for the generation or transmission cof 
motive power,’’ it would be possible to con- 
struct an immensely valuable office building, cov- 
ering perhaps a whole block of ground, the cel- 
lar of which alone might be used for the genera- 
tion of motive power, as has been done by the 
Metropolitan’ Traction Company in its Cable 
and Lexington Buildings, on Broadway and Lex- 
ington Avenue, respectively. Such a building 
might easily be worth $10,000,000, 

Perhaps even a number of such buildings might 
be constructed, each of them designed to pro- 
vide in part for the generation of motive power. 
Argument is scarcely necessary to show how 
large under such circumstances would be the 
burden of taxation shifted on the main body of 
our taxpayers and how deplorable tl conse=- 
quences would be. 

A important amendment, but one 
nevertheless calls for attention, is the amend- 
ment to Section 34 of the Rapid Transit act by 
substituting the written consent of six members 
of the Board of Commissioners for the -assign- 
ments of contracts insteggd of the unanimous 
vote now required. 

“No more important says Mr. 
Fitch, in conclusion, given to the 
board than that which regulates the as- 
signment of such contracts, and the Legis- 
lature, as I think, wisely required all of 
the members of the beard to authorize 
such assign. I know of no_reason 
why this section should be thus amended. 
It is not to be presumed that.any member 
of the board would vote on such a matter 
arbitrarily or without the exercise of a 
due judicial discretion, and I think the 
city’s interests would be better protected 
by leaving the law in this respect un- 
changed.”

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STUDY OF LITERATURE 


PROF. CHARLES SPRAGUB-SMITH’S 
CLOSING CONFERENCR. 


Lectures to be Given by Men and 
, Women ou the Roland and Cid 
Ideals—Preparations for the Study 
Next Season of the Greek Drama, 
and Perhaps the Latin, Spanish, 


Miracic, French, and English 


Plays. 


The last conference this season of the 
series on ‘Comparative Literature,” pre- 
gided over by Prof. Charles Sprague-Smith, 
will be held next Saturday morning in Car- 


negie Hall. 

Besides the main lecture, which will be 
delivered by Prof. Sprague-Smith, on “ Lit- 
erature as a Study,” short lectures will be 
given by Prof. Adolph Cohn on “ The Ro- 
land Ideal”; by Prof. Luis Baralt, on 
“The Cid Ideal’; by Miss Marguerite Mer- 
ington, on “ Woman in the Roland Poems of 
by Miss Louise Both-Hendricksen, on “* Wo- 
man in the Cid Poems,” and Miss Raqua 

3oyesen, on ‘‘ Woman in the Nibelungen 


Poems. 

The conferences next season are to be 
devoted to a comparative study of the 
drama. Prof. Sprague-Smith outlined the 
scheme yesterday to a reporter for THE 
New-York Times, so far as it has been 
completed. 

“We shall begin next season,” he said, 
“with a study of the Greek drama, taking 
into account everything in the histury and 
environment of the Greeks which made 
their drama possible, and which enabled it 
to make such a profound impress, not only 
on themselves, but on Western literature 


since that time. 

“There is much in the climate, atmos- 
phere, coloring, and views of @ country 
which has an effect on its literature. The 
Greeks had an ideal country for open-air 
life, with vistas of mountains and valleys 
to stimulate the imagination. 

“The Latin @rama would naturally fol- 
low the Greek. Then the next thing in order 


would be the rise of the miracle plays in 
Europe toward the close of the Middle 
Ages. 

“In due course we would reach the 
Spanish drama as typified by Lope de 
Vega, and the English drama, which 
reached its culmination in Shakespeare. 
Both these forms of the drama grew nat- 
urally out of the miracle plays, and had 
little connection with the classical drama. 

“The rise of the French classical drama 
under Corneille and Racine would be the 
next point of interest, bringing us down 
through Alfieri and the Italian drama to 
the present day, with its Ibsen. 

“TI do not know how much of this pro- 
gramme can be carried out in a single sea- 
son. Of course, we shall have men or wo- 
men thoroughly conversant with the dif- 
ferent periods to treat of them. We shall 
also try to give each period its proper his- 
torical setting, so that the culmination of 
each nation’s dramatic. epoch may be 
viewed in relation to its entire national life 
and character.’’ 

Prof. Sprague-Smith said that he had 
often been asked to define the term com- 
parative literature, and had refrained from 
doing so, partly because the feeling of a 
comparative literature is rather instinctive 
than analytical, and partly because of the 
erroneousness of all definitions which at- 
tempt to crystallize a concept before it has 
naturally taken its final shape. 

One close correspondence which Prof. 
Sprague-Smith has observed in his wan- 
derings in Europe is that between the 
climate and appearance of Iceland and 
the Norse sagas which the early settlers 
of that country produced. It needed strong 
men to withstand the climate of Iceland, 
but given that and the Northern berserker 
spirit, and the sagas naturally followed.

St. Petersburg is 
without a good system of clearances for 
its banks. The Imperial Bank will lead in 
any change that may be made. It is in- 
tended to obtain reports from London and 
New-York as a basis for considering the 
changes and improvements that can be 
most advantageously applied to Russian 
banking methods.
